Dishes, Dirt and Holiness 


ET me the little pitcher from the 
china cupboard, Janie: And then 
come and help me carry trays, please.” 

Mommie set the one and only tray on 
top of two cookie pans and checked over 
things. 

“Five Cheerios, five fruits, two milks. 
three teas (Doctor said to give them lots 
of black tea!) , toast, and five eggs—that’s 
it. And you bring along their medicine, 
Jane.” 

Climbing the stairs, she called out. 
“Get settled on your pillows, children, 
here comes your breakfast.” 

Books, marbles. crayons and combs 
thumped on the floor and bedsprings 
squeaked to the bouncing of youngsters. 

“If only they weren’t so vigorously 
sick,” thought Mommie, “it would be 
easier!” 

She set down her load on Virginia’s 
desk and took two pictures off the wall to 
use for extra trays. 

Breakfast was served and soon Jon. 
Joe, Becky, Virginia and Annette, re- 
covering from flu, were shouting from 
room to room. 

“Did you get bacon?” 

“No, eggs; it isn’t Sunday.” 

“Why isn’t there any jam?” 

“Why do we have to have tea?” 

“I can’t eat so much toast.” 

“Where’s the cream for my Cheerios?” 

“Becky got three apricots, how come? 
Mommie!” 

Downstairs Tim and Tad fussed at 
each other while Bobsie baby cried for 
her breakfast, her dark brown eyes full 
of tears. 

“They'll be sick next,” thought Mom- 
mie, “they’re so crabby.” (They were, and 
also Daddy. Only Jane and Mommie 
escaped.) 

And so it went for about two weeks— 
up and down the stairs, doing extra 
washing, remembering medicines, think- 
ing of things to keep them happy and 
quiet, comforting the feverish ones, rub- 
bing the “aches in my leg.” The hard 
coughing at night, the return of the sup- 
per all down the hall, the mopping, then 
the supposedly well ones getting sick 
again—when would it all end?

Every Christian who longs for maturity 
in the faith will do well to read and re- 
read the letters of John Newton in his 
Cardiphonia. Most of the 158 letters ap- 
pearing in the new edition of this great 
classic* will be helpful to the thoughtful 
believer. One of the best, however, is the 
first in his series of “Letters to a Noble- 
man.” It deals particularly with the prob- 
lem of why the newly saved Christian 
should, at least in appearance, be more 
warm and zealous than the believer who 


is older in the faith. 


The reader will want to discover for 


| himself the insight with which Newton 
' reveals the subtleties and infirmities of 
' the believing heart. It is perhaps enough 
' to say that the letter points out that the 


Christian’s first glow of zeal is not with- 


_ out its weaknesses and limitations, and 
| that through subsequent experience he is 
' usually brought to a more tempered, en- 
» during faith. 


“By repeated experiments and exer- 


S cises ... we begin at length to learn that 


we are nothing, have nothing, can do 
nothing but sin,” says Newton. “And thus 
we are gradually prepared to live more 
out of ourselves and to derive all our 


» sufficiency of every kind from Jesus, the 
' fountain of grace. We learn to tread more 
' warily, to trust less to our own strength, 
' to have lower thoughts of ourselves and 


higher thoughts of Him.” 

If this is true—and we feel it is con- 
firmed by Christian experience—the be- 
liever who is older in the faith should be 
on his guard against expecting overmuch 
of the newly saved believer. At the same 
time he should bear in mind that the new 
convert probably faces months and even 
years in which he will be in urgent need 
of prayer, encouragement and under- 
standing. 

The believer who in love for his Lord 
bears these younger Christians as a spe- 
cial burden on his heart will be heeding 


» Christ’s command to “tend my sheep.” 


When Fear 
Becomes a Blessing 


Glancing at the material in this

Perhaps this young questioner would be 
surprised to know how widespread is the 
problem of fear. Those facing the tests 
of military service are only one group of 
many on which it lays its icy grip. The 
adult, too, knows fear. There is the fear 
of what may come tomorrow in family 
life, in matters of health, in finances. 
There is the fear of failure, of ridicule, 
loneliness, of being misunderstood—and 
many more. Some seem more terrible 
than even the soldier’s fear of death. 

As the answer in YouTH SUPPLEMENT 
suggests, however, such fears can be the 
thunder and lightning which drive the 
child of God to shelter in the heavenly 
Father. It is when troubles threaten, 
when the waves of fear rise higher and 
higher, that the promises of God become 
most real and precious and we come to 
know Him best. 

How like our God to make the very 
snares and hindrances which Satan 
strews in our path a broad and blessed 
highway to Himself! 


No Time to 
Write Off China 


Are foreign missionaries through in 
China? Much as we may dislike to ac- 
knowledge such a possibility, we must 
face the facts. And the facts at this time 
give no ground for any other conclusion. 
Not only are missionaries being obliged 
to withdraw, but there is no apparent 
reason for hope that they may soon be 
able to re-enter. The Communist govern- 
ment is firmly entrenched in power and, 
according to experienced observers in the 
field, is not likely soon to be dislodged. 

One of the last groups to acknowledge 
the inevitable was the great China Inland 
Mission. It had good reason to persist 
while a ray of hope remained, for the 
whole purpose of its founding and minis- 
try was in behalf of the millions of in- 
land China. Yet in a meeting of the di- 
rectors of the mission, held in Australia 


in mid-February, not only was the neces- 
sity for withdrawing from China recog- 
nized, but the directors were “unanimous- 
ly convinced that the mission should 
explore the unmet need of areas from 
Thailand to Japan” with a view to re- 
locating missionaries in one or more of 
those fields. 

Shall we, then, write China off? Not in 
the least! To say that China is closed to 
the missionaries is not to say that it is 
closed to the gospel of Christ. When a 
frontal attack is definitely repulsed, a 
change of tactics may be called for, but 
the entire campaign need not be given 
up. Moreover, we must not minimize that 
nucleus of faithful Christians who will 
remain in China when the missionaries 
are gone. They will suffer and some will 
apostatize, but many will prove faithful 
witnesses to their Lord. 

What can we do? We can continue to 
give priority to prayer for China and for 
the Chinese church. We can continue our 
support of those missions which, by every 
possible means, plan to see that Christian 
literature reaches the people behind the 
bamboo curtain. We can promote mis- 
sions to Chinese outside of China, and 
especially the training of Chinese Chris- 
tian leaders, with the hope that some 
may be able to return to their homeland 
and strengthen the hands of those who 
still faithfully trust in Christ there. 
Finally, we can see that our faith is the 
kind that will inspire men to outlive, out- . 
die and outthink godless Communism.

Conversation 
For Pilgrims 

Christians above all others should cul- 
tivate the art of profitable conversation. 
This is true for a number of reasons, but 
especially because of the worthwhile 
things of which they have to speak. 

In talking with the unsaved, of course, 
the believer’s first concern should be a 
clear-cut testimony for his Lord. In con- 
versing with fellow Christians, however, 
the child of God will also do well to turn 
his thoughts toward the riches he has 
in Christ. Thus he will bring blessing to 
himself as well as others. 

Parents especially should develop the 
habit of turning family conversation 
toward spiritual matters from time to 
time as the occasion permits. By so doing 
they will be fulfilling the spirit of 
Deuteronomy 6:7: “And thou shalt teach 
them [the commandments of God] dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shall talk 
of them when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, and 
when thou liest down, and when thou 
risest up.” 

Satan, of course, will endeavor to hin- 
der such conversation with trivial and 
inconsequential matters. He will also do 
his best to make us hesitant to speak of 
spiritual things. The family which is liv- 
ing close to the Lord, however, will not 
find it too difficult to share precious 
things discovered in the Word, to discuss 
the problems of everyday in the light of 
God’s commandments, and to form the 
habit of thinking together of heavenly 
matters. 

The rewards of cultivating habits of 
Christian conversation are great. More 
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and more, the heart of each member of 
the family will be turned toward the 
things of God. The world and its allure- 
ments, on the other hand, will be thrust 
farther and farther into the background, 
while growth in knowledge and grace will 
be increased. In this way the family will 
be strengthened and encouraged for a 
more fruitful walk as pilgrims and 
strangers in an ungodly world. 


Escape 


From Corruption 


Is the death rate among excessive users 
of - alcoholic beverages greater than 
among non-users? On the basis of a re- 
cent study by an insurance company, the 
answer is, “Yes.” 


Says a company official: “The number 
of deaths incurred during .. . this inves- 
tigation among a group of excessive 
drinkers was over three times the mor- 
tality that would have been expected 
from a group of standard lives similarly 
distributed with respect to age and 
amount of insurance.” 


We cite this statement, not because it 
will occasion any great surprise among 
Moopy MOonrTHLy readers, but because it 
illustrates at least in part what the 
Scriptures speak of as “the corruption of 
sin.” 


Alcohol has certain inevitable effects 
upon the human body. To be ‘sayed from 
the effects of intemperance, a man or 
woman must be delivered from the weak- 
ness which leads him to take more and 
more alcoholic beverages into his system. 


Again and again experience has shown 
that there is no sure or lasting deliver- 
ance from the power of the alcohol habit 
other than the salvation offered by Al- 
mighty God. This salvation is a free gift 
te every man, woman and child through 
the death of Jesus Christ for their sins. 
Thousands have failed tragically in their 
efforts to “reform” or break free from 
liquor’s hold by subjecting themselves to 
some cure. On the other hand, many a 
hopeless drunkard, to his inexpressible 
joy, has found the help he needed in the 
assurance of full pardon and discovery 
of the fact that the Lord Jesus Christ 
“his own self bare our sins in his own 


body on the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto righteousness (I 
Pet. 2:24). 

The need of the so-called respectable 
individual is no less. He also must come 
to the Lord Jesus Christ if he is to be 
delivered from the inevitable effects of 
the less visible, but no less real and terri- 
ble, sin and corruption that is at work in 
every person. Such deliverance is not oniy 
possible, it can become an absolute cer- 
tainty through what the apostle Peter 
speaks of as the “exceeding great and 
precious promises: that by these ye might 
be partakers of the divine nature, having 
escaped the corruption that is in the 
world through lust” (II Pet. 1:4). 

What are these promises? Here are a 
few—each one from the Word of God, 
tried and proved: 

“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved” (Acts 16:31). 

“Whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved” (Rom. 10:13). 

“If any man hear my voice, and open 
the door, I will come in to him” (Rev. 
3:20). 

“Him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out” (John 6:37). 


Are These 


Things True of You? 


Believers in this country will perhaps 
be somewhat encouraged by the words of 
commendation included in a report sent 
to England by Charles W. Slemming, a 
British evangelist now in this country.

Who Follows 


In Their Train? 


Word has recently come from overseas 
of the homegoing of two well-known and 
beloved Christians. At Dohnavur, in 
South India, Miss Amy Carmichael, long 
confined to a sickbed, left at last to™meet 
the Lord whom she loved. Eleven days 
later, on the other side of the world, 
Evan Roberts, a leader in the great 
Welsh revival of 1904-05, was also called 
to his heavenly home. 


Both Miss Carmichael and Mr. Roberts 
were great and fruitful saints of God be- 
cause of the degree to which they let Him 
possess and fill their lives. Miss Car- 
michael was the founder and, for more 
than fifty years, the head of the evan- 
gelicei faith mission known as the Doh- 
navur Felicwship in India. Through this 
work hundreds of children destined for 
service in India’s temples and evil dra- 
matic societies have been rescued and 
claimed for Christ. She also wrote nearly 
a score of devotional books, which are 
as full of spiritual inspiration and bless- 
ing as they are barren of references to 
herself and her own part in the work God 
carried on through her. 


Evan Roberts’ earthly pilgrimage was 
different, yet essentially the same. A for- 
mer miner and blacksmith, he was pre- 
paring for the ministry when God 
profoundly moved upon his life. As a 
result the twenty-six year old student 
became one of the Holy Spirit’s great 
instruments in the revival which stirred 
all Wales. During the forty-five years 
since this great quickening, he had made 
few public appearances, emphasizing 
instead the ministry which he believed 
was God’s work for him—that of inter- 
cession. 


The world is poorer because these two 
servants of God have been taken home, 
but immeasurably richer because of the 
channels for God’s working which their 
lives provided. No generation, however, 
can live for long on the spiritual victories 
of those who have gone before. Today 
God is searching for other Evan Rob- 
ertses and Amy Carmichaels—men and 
women willing to be nothing in them- 
selves that He may live and work through 
them. Who follows in their train?

abundantly clear that worldliness 

is something that has to be reso- 
lutely shunned by the people of God. It 
is presented in Scripture as the great 
enemy of growth and progress in spiritual 
life. 

Let us refresh our memories with a 
few of the warnings which the Word 
of God contains in connection with this 
subject. “Be not conformed to this world” 
(Rom. 12:2). “God forbid that I should 
glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom the world is crucified 
unto me, and I unto the world” (Gal. 
6:14). 

“Pure religion and undefiled before God 
and the Father is this, to visit the father- 
less and widows in their affliction, and 
to keep himself unspotted from the 
world” (Jas. 1:27). “Ye adulterers and 
adulteresses, know ye not that the fel- 
lowship of the world is enmity with God? 
Whosoever therefore will be a friend of 
the world is the enemy of God” (Jas. 
4:4). “Love not the world, neither the 
things that are in the world. If any man 
love the world, the love of the Father is 
not in him. For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the 
eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world. And the 
world passeth away, and the lust thereof” 
(I John 2:15-17). 

These are strong words. It is evident 
that the apostles saw a deadly peril to 
the nurture of spiritual life in this thing 
they call “the world.” 

But what is meant by worldliness? How 
are we to understand this term, “the 
world,” when used in this moral and 
spiritual sense? 


A sound of the Bible makes it 


+ THERE is a large body of evangelical 
Christians who tend to over-simplify the 
whole question. These believers, who are

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very sincere and who act from the very 
best of motives, have a neat solution to 
this problem of worldliness. It is a solu- 
tion, moreover, which has a great deal 
of truth in it, but which, when carefully 
examined, is found to be both unsound 
in theory and harmful in practice—a 
solution which, in fact, is no solution at 
all. 

The idea is that you draw up a list of 
things which are characteristic of the 
average pagan man and woman—going 
to motion pictures and theaters, smoking, 
dancing, drinking alcohol, gambling, go- 
ing to the races, playing cards, and 
other similar activities. That list is “the 
world,” and to the practicing Christian 
it is taboo. The believer who contami- 
nates himself with any of its items is 
worldly and outside the pale. The be- 
liever who keeps himself clear is not 
worldly. 

This solution is very widely believed. 
It is engrained into the minds and hearts 
of many of the Lord’s people; and al- 
though they may protest when it is put 
just like that, and complain that it is 
overstated, yet in actual practice it is not 
difficult to see that this is exactly and 
precisely what they believe. 

The theory is very attractive because 
there is so much truth in it. In the over- 
whelming majority of cases, people who 
do these things are worldly. And it is 
attractive because it is so easy to apply, 
and because you can tell at a glance 
exactly what you are to do, and also 
exactly what everybody else is to do. 

There are a number of reasons this 
solution is nonetheless quite untenable 
and unsatisfactory. First, Scripture never 
attempts this sort of analysis of worldli- 
ness. Never in the New Testament do 
you find long lists of detailed regulations, 
giving explicit instructions as to what 
we must do and must not do in the 
actual situations of life. Rather, such 
multiplicity of rules and regulations is 
characteristic of the unspiritual legalism 
of the Pharisees. 

The New Testament governs through 
motives and principles, not rules and 
regulations. Its only analysis of the 
world is in terms not of acts but of 
attitudes: “The lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes, the pride of life”’—just

that—and the individual believer is left 
to his own judgment in applying these 
things to actual situations. So this popu- 
lar approach to the subject can be written 
down as legalistic and out of keeping 
with the spirit of the New Testament. 


+ A second criticism of the popular view 
—and a very practical one—is that one 
can think of a large number of borderline ~ 
activities, which perhaps should and per- 
haps should not be included on the for- 
bidden list of worldly things. If, for 
instance, we may not go to see the dog 
races, may we go to see a football match, 
or even a baseball game? If we may not 
see a Shakespearean play, may we hear 
a Beethoven symphony? If we may not 
see a Shakespearean play, may we hear 
it over the radio, or, for that matter, 
read it in a book? 

Where are we to draw the line? We 
may reckon that we can answer all these 
questions and give sound reasons in sup- 
port; but these answers would scarcely 
command anything like universal con- 
viction. And does not the difficulty in 
drawing up our list suggest that such a 
list was never intended to be drawn up 
anyway? 

Another weakness of this interpretation 
of worldliness is that it tends to give 
rise to a negative conception of the 
sanctified Christian life: a sanctified 
Christian is a person who doesn’t do this, 
and who doesn’t do that; separation is 
a negative thing. Contrast this with that 
statement in Exodus 33:16, where Moses 
says: “For wherein shall it be known 
here that I and thy people have found 
grace in thy sight? is it not that thou 
goest with us? So shall we be separated, 
I and thy people, from all the people 
that are upon the face of the earth.” 

That is the sort of separation we 
should covet—not so much a negative 
separation, the fact that we do not do 
certain things that the world does, but 
a positive separation—the fact that the 
Lord is manifestly with us in a way 
which is not true of ordinary people. 

A further criticism of this popular idea 
of worldliness—and this is very im- 
portant—is that it lets far too many 
people get away with a clean bill. They

There was joy—as well as some anxi- 
ousness—in the hearts of the twins as 
they watched their trousers drying in the 
wind. Only a short time ago, in the 
migrant camp which they called home, 
they had met a missionary who had led 
them to the Saviour. Today, along with 
other new believers from the crowded 
camp, they were to be baptized. 

The wind did its work well. The trous- 
ers were dry when at last a dusty car 
pulled up and the missionary stepped out. 
Grasping the situation at a glance, she

quickly took the trousers off the line, and 
passed them in to the boys. Soon, proud- 
ly seated beside her in the car, the twins 
were on their way to the service. 

Such baptismal services are being held 
for believers from camp after camp. The 
gospel is being preached to hundreds of 
migrant families and many are being led 
to Christ. Why and how this is being 
done is a thrilling story of gospel pioneer- 
ing in what has been aptly called Amer- 
ica’s “front-yard.” 

Among the thousands of migrants who 
are today hearing the good news of salva- 
tion, large numbers are being reached as 
a result of God’s call to Paul J. Pietsch 
and his wife, Sarah. They were carrying 
on a Christian ministry in Santa Ana, 
Calif.. when in 1939 the Lord laid the 
great seething, restless mass of migrants 
on their hearts. Pietsch stepped cut of 
his post as assistant pastor and with his 
wife began to carry the gospel to Amer- 
ica’s front-yard mission fields. Thus the 
Missionary Gospel Fellowship was born. 

Today. after twelve years, the work is 
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search of an existence. This poor, roving 
population was thrust forth into a life of 
wandering up and down California’s pro- 
ductive valleys following the seasonal 
harvests. 

Flocking along the river banks where 
they could obtain water for cooking and 
drinking and where they could bathe, 
thousands sought refuge. Improvised 
cardboard boxes, tents and shacks shab- 
pily housed whole families. Others were 
content to sleep under the stars without 
ahint of shelter. 

In northern California, an unsuspect- 
ing tourist camp owner had provided 
twenty eight-by-ten foot slabs of cement 
to attract prospective customers with 
tents. Before he could fully grasp what 
was happening, a small army of dust- 
powl dodgers had swooped down and 
taken possession, enveloping the cement 
slabs with enough canvas to provide 
sidewall protection from at least some 
of the elements. Such was the picture 
in the early thirties. 

Hastening to the rescue, the govern- 
ment established sixteen farm labor 
camps under the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration. Stoves were issued, public 
laundries supplied and furniture gath- 
ered in. AS many as twelve persons 
jammed into one room, hoping tomorrow 
would bring better things. Few realized 
that twenty years later, thousands of 
migrants would still be living inade- 
quately in cabins, barracks, labor homes 
and—after World War II—in twelve im- 
provised prisoner-of-war camps. 

Buttonwillow, thirty miles west of 
Bakersfield, Calif., was the first labor 
camp in which Mr. Pietsch held services, 
with doors opening later at Shafter, 

'Calif., in both federal and county camps. 
One worker joined the Pietsches in their 
ministry the first year. By the time two 
more years had passed, several had joined 

'the staff, and soon camps in Oregon and 

_ Arizona as well as California were being 
reached by missionaries from the Fellow- 
ship. 


+ IN every camp owned by the govern- 
ment, a center building is provided for 
public gatherings, including church serv- 
sices. In beginning work at a camp the 
| missionary seeks the co-operation of the 
‘camp manager. Arrangements are made 
for services, with the loud speaker system 
used whenever possible to provide a last- 
minute reminder of the meetings. Visits 
' with individual families, children’s activ- 
‘ities and other contacts with the camp 
dwellers follow. 
Greater opportunities come with the 
' conversion of the more permanent main- 
tenance men. As one missionary de- 
' clared, “If we want things done around 
» the center building, we go to our born- 
_ again maintenance men. Then we have 
' good working conditions in the camp.” 
As might be expected, obstacles are 
' Many and varied. Encounters with false 
' cults are frequent. Center buildings are 
' often cluttered, and occasionally meeting 
Places are without heat. Unexpected 
»events keep the missionary prayerful. 
| One missionary tells of bowing his head 
for prayer and losing a third of his con- 


| sregation. The longer a field is worked, 


' however, the less such things occur.

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so progressive Christians erected a tent.

Claim the Summer for Christ 


HE summer is ended, and we are 

i not saved.” This was the plaintive 

cry of the daughter of Zion in the 

days of Jeremiah. But to Christians 
who are burdened for the great army of 
unreached children, the words speak elo- 
quently of the need of the thousands of 
boys and girls who go through the sum- 
mer months without the experience of 
vacation Bible school. 

This year marks the golden anniversary 
of vacation Bible schools in America. 
Organized in 1901 when the Baptist City 
Mission Board of New York City in- 
structed Robert G. Boville to develop such 
schools, the movement in the last half 
century has spread to almost every de- 
nomination. But millions of children— 
hundreds of them perhaps in your own 
church area—have never vet had the op- 
portunities of vacation Bible school in- 
struction. 

Last year 62,287 churches reported such 
vacationtime schools, carried on by more 
than half a million officers and teachers. 
More than four million children were en- 
rolled throughout the nation. But there 
are thirty-seven million boys and girls

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in the United States who need to hear of 
Jesus and His love this summer in vaca- 
tion Bible schools. 

Because the vacation Bible school has 
a proved appeal for children, it can be a 
powerful means of reaching boys and 
girls for Christ in your community. Its 
primary attraction is activity. Children 
who have been confined to the routine of 
nine months’ general education enjoy a 
change with a vital purpose. They love to 
learn by doing, and their growing minds 
and bodies respond to the variety of ap- 
proaches in a well-guided vacation Bible 
school. 


+ A successful school of this type must 
begin with a vision of what Christ can do 
for children through daily vacation Bible 
instruction. Pastor and congregation, as 
well as the members of the Bible school 
staff, must see the need for more and 
better Bible teaching among the boys and 
girls of their community. Even one per- 
son inspired with the evangelistic poten- 
tial of such a summer program can turn 
the tide in favor of providing school 
facilities. 

Prayer is vital. Begin now to pray 
earnestly with some fellow Christian 
about conducting such a school. An an- 
nouncement from the pulpit will encour- 
age others to pray. Ask the board of dea- 
cons or elders to pray that the need for 








such a work may be met in your church, 
Use every means of getting the spiritua] 
appeal of vacation Bible school before the 
church and its leaders. God answer 
prayer. 

As a second step, obtain the co-opera. 
tion of your Christian education counci] 
or Sunday school board in sponsoring the 
school. The local church is God’s means 
of maintaining the testimony of the 
gospel. 

It is important that you make ever 
effort to secure a close relationship be. 
tween the congregation and the vacation 
Bible school. Mutual interest and support 
can be fostered by a brief talk during 
the morning and evening worship serv- 
ices. Enthusiastic co-operation on the 
part of the church will assure greater 
success and permanency for the work. 

The church or Sunday school board 
should be encouraged to include the 
financial requirements of the school in 
its budget. If a volunteer staff is used, a 
vacation Bible school can be provided for 
as small a sum as fifteen cents a day per 
pupil. A school enrolling one hundred pu- 
pils for ten days can therefore be main- 
tained for only $150. No enterprise in 
Christian education can accomplish s0 
much for so little.

+ Next decide on the dates and place for 
the school. Local situations vary, but 
leaders generally choose the two or three 
weeks immediately following the end of 
the public school term. Most schools are 
in session for two weeks of five days 
each. Daily sessions begin at 9 o'clock, 
continuing until noon. Ingenious local 
leaders have tried sessions for morning 
and afternoon, but the children’s vitality 
and interest (or lack of them) usually 
modify the program to a half-day sched- 
ule. Churches that maintain their own 
schools usually provide a greater spir- 
itual challenge for the children. 

Now begin to publicize the school. 
Names are news. Give the names of the 
chairman and members of the committee 


to the local newspaper. Tell the purpose > 


of the school and give, as far as possible, 
the plans for the weekly program. Make 
clear in all publicity that there is no 
tuition or charge, and that all children, 


ages four through fourteen, are welcome. } 


The cosmopolitan appeal of vacation 
Bible school is one of its striking features. 

In addition to newspaper stories, radio 
and television offer effective channels of 
publicity. Interview-type programs are 
especially well received by radio audi- 
ences. Television, if available, may pro- 
vide an opportunity for demonstrating 
the handcraft program. By such means 
children and parents alike may _ be 
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awakened to the fascinating possibilities 
of the opportunities offered. 

Letters, posters, dodgers and circulars 
can also be used effectively. And do not 
minimize the value of a parade of bi- 
cycles, tricycles, wagons and pets. Festoon 
the vehicles with crepe paper and offer 
prizes for the most appropriate and at- 
tractive float. Neighborhood children 
from diverse religious groups will be won 
to the vacation Bible school by the 
fascination and fun of such a parade. 


+ Adequate preparation is essential to 
an effective vacation Bible school. The 
staff should be appointed two months 
before school opens, with organization 
pased on the departmental plan. Most 
published materials feature two to four 
departments: kindergarten, ages four and 
five; primary group, ages six through 
eight, or grades one through three; junior 
group, ages nine through eleven, or 
grades four through six; and junior high 
group, ages twelve through fourteen, or 
grades seven through nine. 

Enrollment and achievement are more 
satisfactory when pupils are grouped ac- 
cording to the grade they have just com- 
pleted in the public school. The material 
used in vacation Bible school is graded 
generally to meet the needs of pupils 
when they are enrolled in the normal so- 
cial and educational grouping. 

The success of the vacation Bible school 
lies principally with the department 
superintendents. If the school is confined 
to one room, two superintendents, one for 
the primary group and one for the junior 
group, can lead the program. But, if pos- 
sible, make every effort to provide sepa- 
rate rooms for the four departments, 
each one staffed with a superintendent, 
teachers, pianist, secretary and helpers. 

Staff members should be born-again 
Christians with spiritual concern, love 
for the pupils, dependability, enthusiasm 
and energy. As already intimated, the 
local church should provide the equip- 
ment, finances and the spiritual support 





of a praying congregation. 


+ The church which accepts the chal- 
lenge of providing vacationtime instruc- 
‘tion for boys and girls will profit in many 
sways. Children already being reached by 
ithe Sunday school will receive as much 
instruction again in two weeks of daily 
‘sessions as they can be given in Sunday 
‘school during an entire year. Many of 
those enrolled for vacation Bible school 
‘will become Sunday school pupils also. 
Attendance at one Sunday school in- 
‘creased 35 per cent as the result of suc- 
cessful vacation Bible school classes. 


Most important, of course, the vacation 
'Bible school provides a means of leading 
"boys and girls to Christ. This evangelistic 
opportunity is as great as the zeal and 
witnessing ability of the staff. 
If the pastor is alert and has a burden 
‘for souls, he will try to be present at 
seach session to mingle with the pupils 
/and become acquainted. In addition, he 
‘should be available for spiritual counsel- 
ing. Many children will be ready to re- 
ceive the Saviour following daily instruc- 
¥ tion. If boys and girls are encouraged to 
speak with the pastor in personal inter- 
views, many can be led to a vital assur- 
»ance of salvation based on the Bible.

Storm Center Story 


F there is one corner of the globe in 1951 where the gospel of Jesus Christ 

is more desperately needed than elsewhere, it is in the world’s Far 
Eastern storm center—Korea, Japan, China, Formosa. 

Back from a flying visit to this area, Robert L. Constable, vice-president 
of Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, tells a gripping story of urgent need 
and striking opportunities. 

The picture he presents is one of spiritual hunger, especially in Japan 
and on the island of Formosa; of missionaries fleeing the interior of China, 
of other missionaries who did not leave Communist territory quite in time. 
In this picture also are Korean refugees, massed in camps on the Pusan 
beachhead, homeless, cold and discouraged; and Nationalist China’s leader 
and staff in Formosa, waiting in complete dependence on God. 

“The need is beyond our power to estimate,” the Bible Institute official 
declares. “On every hand are hungry hearts and hungry men and women. 
There is wonderful opportunity for you and me—Christians over here— 
to help meet their needs.” 

Mr. Constable flew to Japan in response to a cablegram from General 
Douglas MacArthur accepting Moody Bible Institute’s offer to make avail- 
able prints of Moody gospel-science films in Japanese and Korean for 
U.N. forces in Korea. While there, he also visited Hong Kong and Formosa, 
conferring with the chief of chaplains for the U.N. forces, with General- 
issimo and Madame Chiang Kai-shek, and with numerous missionary 
leaders. 

Wherever he went, the Bible Institute official found doors wide open to the 
gospel-science films. In Tokyo Col. Ivan L. Bennett, chief of chaplains in 
the Far East, told him that the armed forces were as yet unable to meet 
the demand for Moody films to be shown troops in the Japan area. After 
survey, a sufficient number of prints will be ordered by the army to fill its 
own needs. 

In response to the chief of chaplains’ request, arrangements were also 
made for Moody Bible Institute to supply copies of its films in Korean and 
more than half a million tracts in Korean—all for work among civilian 
refugees. 

“Begin with five films of each of your titles in Korean,” Chaplain Ben- 
nett suggested, “and we’ll see that they are used all the time. They’ll reach 
hundreds of thousands of men and women.” 

Films will also be supplied for showing to the Chinese Nationalist Army: 
as a result of assurance by Madame Chiang Kai-shek that the army’s 
“movie teams” would bring the films to every soldier. 

In Japan where “God of Creation” and other Mocdy gospel-science films 
have been attracting as many as 20,000 persons at a single showing, arrange- 
ments were made with the Evangelical Alliance Mission for future distri- 
bution. Prints will be made available to any group preaching Christ as 
Saviour. 

Moody Institute of Science in Los Angeles, where the films are produced, 
has already taken steps to supply five copies each of “God of Creation,” “God 
of the Atom,” “Voice of the Deep” and “Dust or Destiny” in the Japanese, 
Mandarin and Korean languages for use in appropriate countries. 
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The Reality of God

If you would have God become real to your heart, remain 


alone with Him until earth sounds fade and you can hear 


the rustle of His garments and the stillness of His voice 


understands that pious talk with- 

out holy living is a stench in the 

nostrils of God. Our Christianity 
is likewise spurious if it has not resulted 
in fellowship with God. I find it necessary 
frequently to turn back the pages of my 
Bible and see something of the hunger 
and thirst for God as a conscious, living 
reality expressed by some of God’s serv- 
ants of old. 

“As the hart panteth after the water 
brooks,” says the psalmist in Psalm 42, 
“so panteth my soul after thee, O God. 
My soul thirsteth for God, for the living 
God.” When we read these verses most of 
us are reading a page out of the life of 
the psalmist, but we are not reading a 
page out of our own lives. What do we 
know about panting or thirsting after 
God? 

The imagery here is tremendous. Look 
at the hart, hunted, frightened, fearful, 
longing to elude his pursuers. The hunts- 
men are upon him, he’s panting after the 
water brooks that he may escape. Think 
of the energy, the aspiration, the long- 
ing involved! Have you longed for God 
in that way?

“The Reality of God’? was the opening message 
which keynoted sessions of the forty-fifth annual 
Founder’s Week Conference at Moody Bible Institute, 
Chicago, Ill., early in February. 
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There are other passages which we 
might examine, but look at Psalm 63: 
“O God, thou art my God; earnestly will 
I seek thee; my soul thirsteth for thee, 
my flesh longeth for thee, in a dry and 
weary land, where no water is.” Notice 
those words. The only satisfaction, the 
only assuagement of our thirst or hunger, 
comes when God becomes a conscious, 
living reality. 

This is a New Testament truth also. In 
Philippians 3 we find these words: “That 
I might know him.” My coming to the 
Lord Jesus Christ has this as its ob- 
jective—that I may come to know Him. 

The same fact is in II Timothy 1:12. 
Usually we quote it, “I know in whom I 
have believed,” but it’s not that. It’s “I 
know whom I have believed.” That great 
servant of God, Dr. Charles G. Trumbull, 
used often to say, “There’s not even a 
preposition between me and my Lord.” 

Most of us know little or nothing 
about deep fellowship with God. And so 
I would ask, Is God a conscious, living 
reality to you? Is He more than a theo- 
logical formula? Is He real? 


+ Wat does it mean when God is real 
to us? If I understand the Word of God 
aright, and if my experience in any de- 
gree can be taken as a criterion, I be- 
lieve that God’s actually becoming very 


real to us will result in a sense of His 
holiness. 

There is a certain flippancy, a certain 
glibness, a certain easy-goingness that 
characterizes our relationship to the 
Lord. There is so little of awe. But if 
we’re on intimate terms with Him, we’ 
know He is holy. This will forever change 
the way we pray. It will take care of 
those excesses and peculiarities that 
ereep into our praying and make it 
merely a habit of saying phrase upon 
phrase and sentence upon sentence. 

Job was a good man. But even though 
God called him a complete or perfect 
man, and even though he loved God and 
eschewed evil, he spoke differently when 
he saw God. “I had heard of thee by the 
hearing of the ear,” he said, “but now 
mine eye seeth thee: wherefore I abhor 
myself, and repent in dust and ashes.” | 
doubt whether we have ever really known 
the depths of intimate acquaintance and 
fellowship with God if we have not been 
prostrated in the dust in contrition and 
repentance to sob out our unholiness 





before God. 

Isaiah had such an experience. Daniel 
had a similar experience. John the be- 
loved disciple did also. And if God is 
real to you and me, we too will have a 
sense of His holiness. 

Acquaintance with God will also result 
in a sense of His power. This ultimately 
becomes the very strength of our lives 
as we recognize that God is for us. Some 
of us have experienced the calm of the 
trusting soul that results from the recog- 
nition that with God nothing is im- 
possible. God has spoken to the very 
depths of our being as we have waited 
upon Him, and the overwhelming con- 
sciousness of the magnitude of His mind 
has gripped our souls. That is what 
makes men face lions, or face a Nero 
or any kind of experience earth has to 
give, without quailing. 

I see a boat driven by the wind and 
at last being broken upon the rocks. The 
sailors are desperately trying to save the 
ship, but it is useless. The Mediterranean 
storm has gripped that frail bark and is 
tearing it apart. A man of God is on 
the vessel, and though the sailors are 
desperate and fear grips their souls, he 
stands up and says, “Fear not, the angel 
of God has stood by me and this is God's 
message.” There is no question in Paul’s 
mind about God’s ability. Such is the 
blessed result of knowing God on in-— 
timate terms. 


+ Any soul that spends time in the 
presence of God will also come to 4 
wonderful realization of His grace. I sup-— 
pose more of us have been bowed in the 
presence of God with sobbing hearts and 
tear-stained eyes about this than any-f 
thing else. The poet put it like this: 
“How Thou canst love a wretch like mé 
And be the God Thou art, 
Is darkness to my intellect 

But sunshine to my heart.” 

Oh, the grace of God! Miserable, lost.) 
undone, hopeless, hell-bound, without) 
God; yet God who is great in mercy, forp 
His great love wherewith He loved us 
saved us. When in the presence of God 
that revelation of the heart of God inf} 
mercy is vouchsafed to you, then youp 
have the right kind of grace. ‘ 

Some of us have a wrong conception off 
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grace. If your understanding of God’s 
grace is that it’s an excuse for you to do 
as you wish, you do not know much 
about the grace of God. Grace makes for 
devotion, surrender, dedication, conse- 
cration to God’s will. 

You remember the story the Lord 
Jesus told in Matthew 18 about the man 
who owed his lord ten thousand pounds. 
It was an amazing amount, for back in 
the days when the Bible was written, 
that meant ten million dollars! What a 
sum! The man couldn’t pay it, but his 
lord forgave him. 

And you remember that the one to 
whom much was forgiven refused in 
turn to forgive a fellow servant who owed 
him less than seventeen dollars. I think 
it would pay us again to look at what 
the Lord has to say about that: “His 
lord was wroth, and delivered him to 
the tormentors, till he should pay all that 
was due. So shall also my heavenly 
Father do unto you, if ye forgive not 
everyone his brother from your hearts.” 

It has been well said, “An unforgiving 
spirit is the sign of an unforgiven spirit.” 
If you have learned the grace of God, 
and learned it in the secret place before 
Almighty God, it will make a difference 
in the way you live and the forgiveness 
you grant. 

There’s one more thing I’d like to say, 
particularly for my brethren in the min- 
istry. When God is real to us it means 
that we will have a message. We can 
never wait in the presence of God until 
He has become a living reality without 
His saying something to us. And when 
we get a message there, it is the message. 
Every other message is worthless by com- 
parison. We may speak well, we may 
speak the truth, we may phrase all we 
have to say in the finest oratory; but it 
will be powerless beside the message that 
the man of God has received from the 
heart of God in the secret place. 


+ But let me go on to another matter 
which I think is even more important. 
How dces God become real to us? 

At the outset I want to say that I do 
not believe it possible to give an answer 
as to how God deals with every soul. But 
I believe that in a general way we can 
discover something of the pattern God 
normally follows. 

I want to turn back to an Old Testa- 
ment passage that almost beyond any 


' other passage in the Book of God has 


helped me in this matter. It is part of 


r _ the story of Elijah, that great servant of 
in thee 


God. After that signal triumph of God 
at Mount Carmel, Elijah had fled from 
Ahab and Jezebel; he had been fed by 
the angel and had gone down to Horeb, 
the mount of God. There, he voiced his 
discouragment to God. 

And God said, “Go forth, and stand 
upon the- mount before Jehovah. And, 


brake in pieces the rocks before Jehovah; 
but Jehovah was not in the wind: and 
after the wind an earthquake; but Je- 
hovah was not in the earthquake: and 
after the earthquake a fire; but Jehovah 
was not in the fire: and after the fire a 
Still small voice” (I Kings 19:11, 12).

' plays. First, the wind. What a wind it 
ption off 
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was! “It brake in pieces the rocks and 
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rent the mountains.” But that wasn’t 
God speaking. After the wind the whole 
earth rocked and groaned as it was torn 
asunder in the grip of the mighty forces 
of nature. But that was not God speak- 
ing. Then came crackling, roaring fire, 
flames shooting forth, devouring every- 
thing in their path. But God was not 
there. When all the natural phenomena 
ceased, when the noise was done and 
God’s servant was still waiting, there was 
a still small voice. 

No, there wasn’t! If you have a mar- 
ginal reference Bible, look up the passage 
and see. There was a sound of gentle 
stillness! 

Some of us, if we had been in that 
cave and the wind had come, would have 
fled and we would have gone back and 
said, “God was down there.” And we 
would have preached about a wind the

If we had waited a 
little longer and felt the earthquake, we 
would have had point two to our sermon; 
and perhaps point three if we had waited 
for the fire. But we wouldn’t have had 
the message of God! 

Let’s not confuse natural phenomena 
with what God wants to say to our souls. 
I’m asking you, brother preacher, [’m 
asking myself, Have we waited long 
enough before God to hear the sound of 
gentle stillness? 

Now I do not believe in the kind of 
mysticism that goes off to a secluded 
place and waits for voices out of the air. 
But there’s one thing of which I’m sure: 
we're going to have to stop our feverish 
activity long enough to get still before 
God if we are to hear the sound of 
gentle stillness. 

Dr. Wilbur Chapman said this about 
his experience of having Praying Hyde 
pray for him: 

“He came to my room, turned the key 
in the door, dropped on his knees, waited 
five minutes without a single syllable 
coming from his lips. I could hear noth- 
ing but my own heart thumping and 
beating. I felt the hot tears running 
down my face. I knew I was with God. 
Then with upturned face, down which the 
tears were streaming, he said, ‘O God!’ 
For five minutes at least he was still 
again; and then when he knew he was 


talking with God, his arm went round 
my shoulder and there came up from the 
depth of his heart such petitions for men 
as I have never heard before, and I rose 
from my knees to know what real prayer 
was.”’* 

I’m not suggesting that this is the 
pattern to the dotting of the “i” and the 
crossing of the “t.” I’m not asking you 
to wait five minutes, but I am asking you 
to wait. 

“Wait on the Lord.” There’s meaning 
in those words. Literally they mean, “Be 
silent unto the Lord.” Perhaps one of 
the reasons you and I are fearful, dis- 
tracted, hard to get along with, and one 
of the reasons you and I have no word 
from God in this hour is because we 
haven’t waited for the sound of gentle 
stillness. Because when there is the sound 
of gentle stillness, something else comes. 

Look at the passage about Elijah’s ex- 
perience once more. “After the fire a 
sound of gentle stillness. And it was so, 
when Elijah heard it, that he wrapped 
his face in his mantle, and went out, and 
stood in the entrance of the cave. And, 
behold, there came a voice unto him.” 
God gave His message and Elijah knew 
what to do. 

In general, that’s the way God becomes 
a conscious, living reality to us. Not by 
our singing, not by our coming to con- 
ferences, not by our getting together for 
social occasions; but by our getting alone 
enough with Him until all the sounds 
that are born of earth fade, and we hear - 
the rustle of His garments and the soft 
steppings of His footfalls, and are quiet 
enough to hear Him speak. 

May something of what has been pre- 
sented here stir your heart and help you 
into an experience beyond that which 
you have ever known. God—how wonder- 
ful to look up into His face and, taught 
of the Holy Spirit, say, “Abba, Father!” 

I know something of emotion, of heart- 
ache, of bitterness. I know something of 
being misunderstood. But I also know 
this: if you know God, these things .do 
not make any difference. You can bear 
these burdens because God is holy and 
powerful and gracious, and He gives you 
the word from His presence for even a 
day like this one in which we live.

Although the capital city of Tripoli is thus occupied, the 
remaining towns of Libya are without a single witness, and 
not only the towns, but the oases, the gateways into pagan 
Africa, are as yet untouched by gospel activity. The Senusi, 
a powerful and missionary-minded Moslem group, uses these 
gases aS centers from which Moslem caravans radiate to 
Islamize the Sudan and the heart of Africa. Libya is to be- 
come an independent Moslem state in 1952, and we are watch- 
ing and praying that the changes which will undoubtedly come 
will not hinder the preaching of the gospel. 


+ Tunisia is a far smaller country, but has a much larger 
population of about three million. Recent reports say that the 
work has never been so full of movement and encouragement 
as now. There is a real spirit of inquiry, and sales of Scriptures 
have never been so brisk. Opposition as it used to exist is 
rarely encountered. Once we were cursed, stoned and spat 
upon. Now Moslems come as friends, eager to argue, but fre- 
quently with a heart longing for assurance, for power over sin 
and self, for peace as regards the alarming world situation, 
for daily happiness. “Is Jesus coming back this year?” they 
often ask. 

Frequently we sow the seed and see no immediate result. 
Recently, however, we have heard of ‘a Moslem from the south, 
converted through the ministry of a faithful woman worker, 
who week by week gathers around him a group of others who 
seem to have found the same precious Saviour. 

Another report tells of the spontaneous formation of an 
evangelistic band which engages in colportage work and tract 
distribution. Composed of several keen young men, the team 
visits outlying farms and villages by cycle, witnessing to 
French, Italians, Jews and Arabs. Thus, in spite of opposition, 
a large number of Testaments and Gospels have been bought. 

“One scene which stays with me occurred in a little village 
at dusk,” writes one of the workers. “A number of Arab 
laborers had just brought their horses in from the fields and 
were gathered around John in the farm yard, while he was 
telling them from a full heart of the forgiveness of sins 
through the shed blood of Jesus. John, his brother, father and 
mother have only been converted a year or two.” 

Not all opposition is from the Moslems. In the Cape Bon 
peninsula some months ago workers were encouraged by the 
gathering of a little group of Moslems week after week. Then 
the leading convert, a real student of the Word and a faithful 
witness, suddenly succumbed to the teaching of Seventh Day 
Adventism. Though immediate hopes were shattered, mis- 
sionaries plead the promise, “I will contend with him that 
contendeth with thee, and I will save thy children.” 


+ Our third field is Algeria. Politically it is considered part of 
France, a fact which imposes some limitations on medical and 
educational work. One encouraging sign here, however, is the 
annual conference at which some 150 converts and missionaries 
gather for prayer and fellowship under the leadership of a 
Moslem convert. 

In some places in Algeria there are third generation Chris- 
tians, and recently when a girl convert was taken to be with 
the Lord, her body was brought back for Christian burial in a 
Moslem cemetery. It was a real testimony to the progress of 
the gospel in that village that a native could be given Christian 
burial in a Moslem cemetery without interference. 

One veteran missionary in this area says that in villages 
within easy reach, where he is well known, there is little op- 
position. Not long ago he was asked to speak on the resurrec- 
tion, an invitation which came as a surprise, but gave an excel- 
lent opening. Bible camps are also proving most fruitful.

of Revelation present Christ as the 

Lord of the Church, who walks in 

the midst of the lamp stands to 
inspect their light, and,to reprove or to 
commend as the occasion may require. 
With the fourth chapter there is a sudden 
transition: John is elevated from earth 
to heaven, and is allowed to gaze upon 
the celestial side of the cosmic drama in 
which Christ plays the major role. 

The churches as earthly organizations 
disappear from the narrative at this 
point, and from Revelation 4:1 to 16:21 
attention is given to the process of his- 
tory as Christ administers it and brings 
it to a conclusion. His victory over the 
world order is stressed rather than the 
state of the saved, in this portion of the 
book. 

In the vision which this section con- 
tains there are three prominent features: 
the sealed book, the opening of which 
determines the progression of action; the 
Person who is entrusted with opening it, 
Christ; and the progressive fuifillment of 
God’s purpose, which ends with the great 
voice saying, “It is done” (16:17). 


I 

In the letters to the churches, the war- 
fare between God and evil is seen from 
the earthly standpoint, as the churches 
struggle against temptation from within 
and against persecution from without. 
Here the outlook is reversed; the process 
of history is seen from the standpoint of 
heaven. Through the symbolism of the 
throne of God and of the sealed book, 
the solution of the problem of the conflict 
between the forces of righteousness and 
sin is revealed. 

The vision of heaven centers around 
the throne of God. The throne is the 
most prominent object in the scene 
which dominates chapters 4 and 5, for 
it is mentioned no less than seventeen 
times. Toward it all worship is directed, 
and from it all action flows. Upon it is 
seated the ineffable God, who can be

depicted only by a simile, for human 
language has no terms to describe Him 
exactly. He is “like unto a jasper stone, 
and a sardius” (4:3), clear, beautiful, 
iridescent, clothed in light. He can be 
represented only by pure and dynamic 
radiance. 

The Occupant of the throne holds a 
sealed book, which can be opened only 
by a worthy person. The term “book” 
(5:1) which appears in the standard 
versions does not refer to a bound volume 
of individual pages, but rather to a scroll 
on which the writing was arranged in 
successive columns. When the scroll was 
rolled, it was sealed at seven different 
points, so that as each seal was broken, 
a new column or section was exposed to 
view. The unrolling of this scroll is the 
progressive disclosure of the action of 
God. 

Various explanations of this unusual 
book have been offered by commentators. 
Those who hold that the Revelation con- 
tains the symbolic account of God’s deal- 
ing with the Church generally believe 
that the roll contained the prefigured 
history of the succeeding centuries. 
H. B. Swete suggests that “it is the Book 
of Destiny, to be unrolled and read only 
as the seals are opened by the course of 
events." By this interpretation the scroll 
is made to mean that the entire historical 
process of all the years since Christ is 
involved in its content. 

Another interpretation makes it refer 
wholly to the future. J. A. Seiss, in his 
Lectures on the Apocalypse, says that it is 
the “title deed” of creation, which had 
been forfeited by man because of sin, 
and which had reverted to its original 
giver.2 He thinks that it is the charter of 
creation, which Christ can take over as 
the Redeemer of the human race, and by 
authority of which He can assert His 
right over the estate which Adam and 
his descendants lost. Seiss holds that 
Christ’s final act of redeeming earth’s

forfeited title is still future, and that the 
scene in heaven depicted in this passage 
is yet to take place. 

Whichever interpretation is accepted, 
certain facts concerning the symbolism 
are patent. 

The sealed book represents the mystery 
of God’s purpose for the world. Creation 
was not an end in itself, nor did God 
make the universe simply as a toy to he 
enjoyed for a while and then to be flung 
aside as a child discards a plaything. 





In the beginning God made the world 
and man for a purpose, and sin blighted 
both. The world thus posed a problem: 
if sin were ignored, God’s righteousness 
could be challenged; and if sin were 
summarily punished, man would be ut- 
terly doomed. In dealing with the situ- 
ation God must have a plan by which the 
world-process could be brought to a 
consummation in which sin is removed 
while man is preserved. The breaking of 
the seals discloses the final execution of 
the redemptive purpose. 

The book can be entrusted only to one 
who is worthy. No ordinary man is able 
to accept the responsibility of taking it 
and of opening its seals. So great is the 
obligation it imposes, and so dreadful are 
the judgments which the opening of the 
seals entails, that no being in heaven 
or in earth would volunteer to undertake 
it. Only an authoritative and compassion- 
ate Redeemer can deal with the problem 
it presents. 

The judgments which accompany the 
breaking of the seals, according to my 
understanding, represent conditions or 
principles rather than specific events. In- 
vasion, war, economic stringency, pesti- 
lence, martyrdom, and physical dis- 
turbances in the universe are God’s 
means of bringing final retribution 
against sin. In progressive succession 
they trace the cataclysmic methods which 
God uses to bring a wayward world to 
its last accounting. 

The world at large recognizes that the 
currents of history must be guided if any 
definite destiny for the human race is to 
be achieved. Security, liberty, prosperity, 
and all the other intangible blessings 
men prize are not the result of accident. 
From Alexander the Great to Stalin, men 
have sought to bring in the perfect state 
of mankind by the exercise of authority, 
but not one has succeeded. Each has 
fallen short because he was not “worthy.” 
None has been able to solve the dilemma 
of judgment and mercy; but the hopeless 
tragedy of world failure will be ended 
when God’s chosen ruler takes control. 


II 


The only person who is capable of 
fulfilling the purpose of God and who 
can execute His judgments perfectly is 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who is described 
by three titles. 

He is the Lion of the tribe of Judah 
(5:5). This title is taken from the bless- 
ing of Jacob, bestowed on his sons just 
before his death, and recorded in Genesis 
49:8-10, A.S.V.: 


“Judah, thee shall thy brethren praise: 

Thy hand shall be on the neck of thine 
enemies; 

Thy father’s sons shall bow down be- 
fore thee. 

Judah is a lion’s whelp; 
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From the prey, my son, thou art gone 
up: 

He stooped down, he couched as a lion, 

And as a lioness; who shall rouse him 
up? 

The scepter shall not depart from 
Judah, 

Nor the ruler’s staff from between his 
feet, 

Until Shiloh come; and unto him shall 





















the obedience of the peoples be.” 


These verses ascribe to Judah the as- 
endancy over his brethren. The scepter 
nd the staff were assigned to him as 
ler of the tribes. The prophecy was 
ulfilled partially when the Davidic dy- 
nasty came to power; for David, as a 
ember of the tribe of Judah, was 
nointed king over all Israel. To him and 
9 his descendants the promise of ruler- 
hip was confirmed by God. The Gospel 
{ Matthew introduces Jesus as “the son 
f David” (1:1). He is Heir to the throne 
f Israel and is the rightful Sovereign 
{ the kingdom which God promised to 
is people. As the lion is the king of 
easts, the embodiment of courage and 
ower, so Christ is the King of the na- 
ions by divine appointment. 

The second title, “Root of David” (5:5), 
is drawn from a prophecy in Isaiah 
11:1-4: 


“And there shall come forth a shoot 
out of the stock of Jesse, 

And a branch out of his roots shall 
bear fruit: 

And the Spirit of Jehovah shall rest 
upon him, 

The spirit of wisdom and understand- 
ing, 

The spirit of counsel and might,

The picture drawn is that of a tree 
which has been felled, leaving only a 
stump decaying in thesground. Out of 
the stump, however, is growing a healthy 
young shoot in which the life of the tree 
is renewed, and which will in time restore 
its original glory. 

The context of this passage in Isaiah 
establishes its meaning. The preceding 
chapter describes the Assyrian invasion, 
which devastated the northern kingdom 
of Israel and threatened the safety of 
Judah. The prophet indicated that the 
peril was a warning of more- severe 
judgments to come, and that Jehovah 
would ultimately destroy the kingdoms 
of the land, including Judah. As the 
trees of the forest fall before the axe 
of the woodsman, so Judah would fall 
in judgment. 

Although the royal house of Judah as 
a ruling power perished in the Baby- 
lonian captivity, the Messiah, or the 
Branch, as He is called in the prophecies, 
will yet come to restore its authority

over His people. The use of this phrase, 
“the root of David” (5:5), indicates that 
Christ, the Ruler of the kings of the 
earth, is the lawful and lineal successor 
of David, and that He will restore the 
kingdom that has been destroyed in 
judgment. 

Revelation asserts also that the Root 
of David is worthy to take the scroll of 
destiny because of His character. Again 
the passage in Isaiah is applicable, for 
it describes Him as endued with the 
sevenfold spirit of God, devoted to the 
fear of Jehovah, absolutely impartial in 
His judicial decisions, and unwavering 
in His execution of them. His kingdom 
shall begin a universal reign of righteous- 
ness and peace, in which Israel shall be 
restored to its land, and in which “the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the sea” 
(Isa. 11:9). 

The third title applied to Christ is 
“the Lamb slain” (5:6). In contrast to the 
regal majesty of the lion, He has also 
the gentle meekness of the lamb. His 
lamblike disposition, however, is not 
stressed so much as His sacrificial char- 
acter. The word “slain” (Greek: esphag- 
menon) means literally “slaughtered,” 
“with its throat cut.’ It is used in 6:9 
to describe those who were martyred for 
the witness of Jesus. In the heavenly 
songs that accompany His exaltation to 
the position of Arbiter of the universe, 
the reason for His worthiness is not 
ascribed to His regal appointment as Lion 
of the tribe of Judah, nor to His lineal 
descent from David, but rather to His 
redemptive death on behalf of men. 

“Worthy art thou to take the book, and

This Was Founder’s Week

A day-by-day report of the forty-fifth annual 
Founder’s Week Conference at Moody Bible Institute 


fifth Founder’s Week Conference at Moody Bible Insti- 

tute in Chicago, February 5-11. From the opening 

prayer session Monday morning until the final doxology 
and benediction Sunday evening, the presence of God was 
evident, and His blessing continues. Those who were there 
can say, “The Lord hath done great things for us; whereof 
we are glad” (Ps. 126:3). 

Attendance at the various sessions totaled more than sixty- 
five thousand, including persons from twenty-six states and a 
number of foreign countries. Far more significant, however, 
were the deep spirit of prayer, the marvelous unity of the 
messages, and the genuine work of God in the lives of those 
who were present. Speakers, singers, musicians—all who had 
a part in the sessions—exalted the Lord Jesus Christ, demon- 
strating the scriptural principle that “there are diversities of 
gifts, but the same Spirit” (I Cor. 12:4). 

Dr. Ernest M. Wadsworth, veteran secretary of the Great 
Commission Prayer League, opened the conference with a 
call to prayer and revival based on the experience of Christ 
and the disciples in the storm on the Sea of Galilee (Mark 
4:35-41). The opening prayer session and those which began 
each morning and afternoon session contributed immeasur- 
ably to the blessing of the conference. Institute students were 
especially burdened to pray. Prayer meetings in the Lecture 
Room following the evening sessions continued into the early 
morning hours and sometimes until daylight. The Monday 
after the conference was a day of prayer at the Institute, and 
the lives of students and staff members are still being enriched 
by this overflow of God’s blessing. 

Dr. William Culbertson, president of the Institute, gave the 
opening message of the conference on “The Reality of God.” 
Coming to know the reality of God, he said, results in a sense 
of His holiness, His power, and His grace, and in a message 
to proclaim. Unless we take time to hear the “sound of gentle 
stillness,” as did Elijah in I Kings 19, we cannot know fully 
the reality of God. Reality became the keynote of the confer- 
ence as speaker after speaker pressed the point home to the 
hearts of the listeners. There was a general awareness that 
superficiality and sham must be avoided at all costs. 


\ unusual working of the Spirit of God marked the forty- 


J Mr. Martin is a member of the faculty of Moody Bible Institute, Chicago, IIl. 
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Messages on Monday afternoon were given by Dr. V. Ray- 
mond Edman, president of Wheaton College, and Dr. Carl 
Armerding of the same school. Dr. Edman, speaking from 
Luke 24:49-53, showed how God commands us to be faithful 
in the place where He puts us, and even though it is a place 
of disaster, of disgrace, of danger, and of difficulty. Dr. 
Armerding gave an exposition of Psalm 99, with its triumphant 
declaration, “The Lorp reigneth.” He called attention to the 
fact that the psalm is in three sections, each marked by the 
refrain, “He is holy.” These sections show the majesty of our 
Lord, the character of His reign, and His treatment of His 
subjects. 

The daytime sessions of the conference were held in Torrey- 
Gray Auditorium, except for the Thursday afternoon Mis- 
sionary Symposium. That and all the evening services were 
held in Moody Memorial Church. Monday evening two selv- 
ices were held, with about five thousand in attendance each 
time and many turned away. Dr. Billy Graham, well-known 
evangelist and president of Northwestern Schools, spoke at 
both services with that dynamic earnestness for which he has 
become famous. 

At the earlier meeting he discussed biblical evangelism, 
considering among other things the need for it, its method, 
its dangers, its motive, its messenger, and its message. 
Evangelism is, or ought to be, the business of all Christians, 
he stressed. The unsaved can be won through our spiritual 
worship, our consistent living, and our talking about Christ 
everywhere. Instead of gossiping about one another, we should 
“gossip Christ,” he declared. In the second service of the 
evening the message dealt principally with the lives of Chris- 
tians and the necessity of purging out the dross in our lives. 


+ TueEspay was Alumni Day. Dr. G. Allen Fleece, of Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., formerly of the Institute faculty, spoke at the 
first Bible hour on seeking and finding the Lord, according 
to the example and admonition given in II Chronicles 15:1-15 
and Hosea 10:12. Experience, not theory, is our need, he 
asserted, and it is “a waste of time to pray for revival if we 
are not breaking up the fallow ground” in our lives. There 
are conditions to be met, but when a person or group of per- 
sons seeks the Lord, He is found. 

Dr. Norman B. Harrison, beloved Bible expositor and author, 
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was the conference teacher at the 9:45 hour for five days, 
Tuesday through Saturday. His series of messages presented 
clearly and graphically the teaching of the Bible on “The 
Nature of the Christian Life.” 

The Christian life is a matter of relationship, of personality 
rather than conduct, he reiterated repeatedly during the week. 
Its high standard is seen in the fact that God has made pos- 
sible the expression of His best through the life of the believer. 

The Scripture illustrations of the vine and the branches and 
of the head and the body were applied vividly and vigorously 
by Dr. Harrison. The simplicity of the Christian life was 
shown in that the Christian’s responsibility is to please the 
Head, the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Developing the theme further on subsequent mornings, the 
speaker made plain from the Scriptures that the Christian 
life is the life indwelt by the Triune God. The difficulties of 
life can be put away by getting rid of the self-life and depend- 
ing upon God. The fruit of the life is seen in Galatians 5, 
“the fruit of the Spirit.” The closing message of the series 
contained the “five R’s of Christian living”: receive (John 
1:12), recognize (Gal. 2:20), readjust (I Cor. 3:16), refuse 
(II Cor. 10:5), respond (John 2:5; II Cor. 2:14, 15). 

During the 10:30 hour Tuesday morning a brief service of 
dedication was conducted by Dr. Culbertson, during which 
three buildings of the Institute were named for former trus- 
tees, Thomas S. Smith, William Norton and A. F. Gaylord 
(see p. 560). Dr. S. Maxwell Coder, dean of education of the 
Institute, spoke at this hour on “The Secrets of Meeting Our 
God,” from Isaiah 64, giving earnest expression to the longing 
which is in the hearts of many for a divine visitation of power 
and blessing. 

The alumni banquet was held Tuesday at 1:15 in the Insti- 
tute dining room, with 822 alumni and friends present. Each 
day during the conference tours through the Institute were 
arranged. At the close of the afternoon sessions, various 
Institute films were shown to large audiences. 

Tuesday afternoon messages were given by J. Allen Blair 
of Flushing, L.I., and Dr. Horace A. Larsen, of Chicago, both 
alumni of the Institute. Mr. Blair spoke on “Let’s Look into 
the Book,” emphasizing a much-needed truth, the necessity 
of consistent reading of God’s Word. “Ninety-nine Christians 
out of a hundred are playing at Bible,” he stated, showing 
our need to look into the Bible for instruction, for inspiration, 
for illumination, and for imitation. Mr. Blair spoke again on 
Friday afternoon, emphasizing among other things the danger 
of criticizing others, especially those who are being used of 
God. Dr. Larsen, out of his experience as a Christian counselor, 
spoke on the personality of man, using Psalm 8 as his text. 

In the evening another Institute alumnus, Dr. Harry 
McCormick Lintz, greatly used evangelist, spoke on “Duties 
Which Christians Owe to One Another.” His text was Genesis 
13:8, “For we be brethren.” Using various passages of Scrip- 
ture, he stressed our duty to teach, admonish, edify, provoke 
to good works, confess, forgive, bear one another’s burdens, 
comfort, and pray for one another. Dr. Lintz spoke again on 
Wednesday morning on “The Value of Suffering.” Suffering, 
he said, strengthens character, drives us to God, increases 
fruitfulness, and increases and deepens sympathy. 


+ AGAIN on Wednesday morning Dr. Fleece presented another 
Bible study, this time on the Song of Solomon, considering 
Christ’s call to personal holiness and to service. 

In the afternoon W. E. Sampson, of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
sounded a note of encouragement, speaking on “The Invinci- 
bility of the Body of Jesus Christ,” using a portion of Acts 1. 
We have today from God, he said, all that the early Church 
had: the provision of a living God, the promise of a faithful 
Father, the program of a world-wide witness, the prospect of 
a coming Christ, and the privilege of prevailing prayer. Dr. 
Armerding returned at this session to give another heart- 
warming exposition of a psalm, this time the eightieth, “The 
other Shepherd Psalm.” 

After a miniature radio rally, conducted by Robert Parsons, 
director of the program department of WMBI and WMBI-FM, 
Dr. Leland Wang, Chinese evangelist and Bible teacher, 
brought the Wednesday evening message, giving his personal 
testimony and speaking of conditions in China, Formosa, and 
Indonesia. 


+ THurRspAy, Missionary Day, was filled with challenge. Dr. 
Fleece, in the opening Bible hour, spoke on the Great Com- 
mission as given by Christ in various [Continued on page 532]

being carried on in Tangier in the Tul- 
loch Memorial Hospital. It has about 
twenty-five beds and takes in some five 
hundred cases in the course of a year. 
All these patients see the love of Christ 
manifested in the lives of doctor and 
nurses and hear the Word as it is daily 
preached. It is a great joy to stand by and 
hear converted Moslems preach the faith 
which once they hated. 

In addition to the work of the hospital 
there is the bookshop opened only re- 
cently; it attracts the attention not only 
of the patients, but of the general public 
as well. School work is also carried on. 
The worth of such ministry is beyond 
question, for above the educational value 
is the enlightenment brought by personal 
knowledge of God’s Word, an improved 
status for women and the foundation of 
Christian homes. 

Tangier also has a large Spanish popu- 
lation, among whom work has been car- 
ried on for many years. The young peo- 
ple have had a conference with a similar 
group in Casablanca, which led into deep 
spiritual fellowship, a widening of hori- 
zons and a heartier interest in the spread 
of the gospel. 

Morocco is a land of large, progressive 
cities, but the laborers are pathetically 
few. Think of Casablanca with a Moslem 
population of nearly half a million and 
only one American woman to carry on 
missionary work! But this is only one 
case, and is sadly typical of many others. 

North Africa is in a state of change, it 
is at the crossroads. The old fanatical 
Islam is being quietly flouted by the 
younger generation, which, imbued with 
nationalistic and materialistic doctrines, 
has little use for the old dogmas. Today 
is a day of opportunity. 

Christianity needs fresh, militant vision 
for North Africa. We have been holding 
on patiently in the trenches for many 
years. Now is the time, perhaps the last 
time, for a final advance into this neg- 
lected field.

School is the greatest single agency for teaching people 
God’s Word, as well as a tremendous evangelistic force 
in its own right.

We’ve been too 
complacent about it. We’ve lost our vision. We've 
been sitting with folded hands when we should be 
on the march for God. 

“I want to say to every Sunday 
School teacher that he is just as much called of God as 
a missionary to the heart of Africa. He needs to pre- 
pare just as diligently — he needs to labor just as 
earnestly — as if he were carrying the gospel to the 
most remote spot on the globe. 

“I believe that out of the tragedy 
of this hour, pastors and parents and Christian workers 
are once more beginning to be in earnest about 
Sunday School. They are once more taking the offen- 
sive — going out to do visitation work; winning boys 
and girls to Christ. They are seeing that Sunday School 
should be something more than just a place where 
church members send their children for an hour every 
Sunday morning. 

“God doesn’t intend that revival 
should be limited to evangelistic campaigns. He can 
send revival through the Sunday School. He is waiting 
today for men and women who will work and pray 4 
and sacrifice. Waiting for those who have a consuming ;*.4 
desire to see others brought to Christ. God is waiting 
lor Christians who will yield to the cleansing, energiz- 
ing fire of His Holy Spirit.”

What | Expect of an Evangelist 


things that I expect of an evange- 
list when he is invited to our church for 
a campaign. On the other hand, of course, 
there are certain specific things that an 
evangelist expects of me when he comes 
for a series of meetings. If I do my job 
and he does his, all other things being 
equal, a fruitful and profitable time will 
be ours. 

First of all, I expect him to know what 
comprises the work of an evangelist and 
how to prosecute that work efficiently and 
effectively. The evangelist’s primary ob- 
jective is to win the lost to Christ. He is 
a specialist and not a genera’ practi- 
tioner. He seeks to reach the goats, not 
just the sheep. To be sure, he will have 
to encourage the sheep to bring the un- 
saved to the meetings, but his chief con- 
cern is to reach the lost. 

He must gear his messages to the un- 
saved. Certainly some of the saints will 
criticize him for not being deep, but his 
satisfaction and commendation is in souls 
being saved. 

I do not expect the evangelist to do the 
work that I should be doing. As a pas- 
tor, I should be constantly teaching the 
Word to the people, so that when the 
specialist comes he will not feel con- 
strained to devote himself to Bible teach- 
ing. If we had wanted a gifted Bible 
teacher for meetings, we would have in- 
vited one. It may be necessary for the 
evangelist to spend a certain amount of 
time with the Christians, but the pastor 
and church should be in such spiritual 
health when the evangelist arrives that 
he will not have to spend half the cam- 
paign working with the saints. Thus I 
want the evangelist to preach the gospel 
of the grace of God fully in his own way, 
using whatever God-honoring methods 
he sees fit. 


AN a pastor there are some very definite 
a: 


+ In his preaching I hope he will ex- 
ercise discretion in connection with the 
future of our church. He is here for per- 
haps two weeks and then leaves, but I 
must remain to bear the full brunt of 
any reverberations. So I do not care to 
have him air his views or spread his opin- 
ions, speculations and conjectures about 
incidental, non-essential items. Neither 
do I want him to ride any peculiar hobby- 
horse he may have acquired. I do not 
mean that he should be restricted one 
iota in his preaching of the gospel, but 
that side issues and highly controversial 
subjects should be left to the pastor to 
handle at his discretion at more oppor- 
tune times. 

I expect him to use some good common

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sense in the length of his messages. 
There are very few men left today who 
can preach effectively for more than one 
hour. I would consider it a grave dis- 
service should he preach away the con- 
gregation with interminable sermons. 
Any hour and a half sermon can be more 
effectively presented in forty-five min- 
utes. It is so much better for the people 
to sigh with regret that the message is 
over than to shout for joy because the 
benediction has been pronounced. 

Then I anticipate him working in the 
Bible school while with us. It is not too 
much to ask the evangelist to speak to 
the entire Bible school or to entire de- 
partments on the Lord’s Day. An evan- 
gelist that has no time to fish for the 
boys and girls has missed his calling. The 
tendency today is to belittle child con- 
verts and talk in terms of adult converts. 
Actually, when a child is saved, a life is 
also saved; however, when an adult is 
saved, the best part of the life has been 
lost. Any evangelist can have several 
messages especially for children no mat- 
ter how slight his knack for working 
with boys and girls. The presence of the 
evangelist should give tremendous im- 
petus to the Bible school as well as to 
the church. 


+ I expect the evangelist, furthermore, 
to be perfectly frank with me during 
the days of correspondence before the 
meetings, concerning entertainment, fi- 
nances, number in the party, book table 
and rest nights. To be sure, I must lead 
the way in this and be plain and fair in 
the over-all arrangements. The dis- 
courtesies and injustices to both evan- 
gelists and pastors on this score are 
legion. We must know beforehand what 
to expect of one another and not leave 
the details until the last moment. 

If I want to get the best work out of 
an evangelist I must arrange for him 
to be entertained properly where he will 
have privacy, freedom and comfort. I 
can expect little consideration from him 
if he receives none from me. It is a fifty- 
fifty proposition, and pastors have mal- 
treated evangelists as many times as 
evangelists have taken advantage of 
pastors. 

Irregularities concerning money mat- 
ters have given professional evangelism 
serious setbacks in many parts of our 
country. Let it be said at once that the 
evangelists are not always at fault. How 
many pastors have purchased organs, 
redecorated the parsonages, renovated 
the church or paid off the mortgage at 
the expense of the evangelist? That is 
why many an evangelist sends out a 
preliminary questionnaire.

I expect the evangelist, however, to 
leave the raising of the money for the 
campaign up to me. It is not necessary 
for him to speak about money or plug 
for his love offering. There is a certain 
dignity about the ministry that should 
be maintained, and the evangelist should 
not have to make eloquent pleas for a 
generous offering. Knowing the general 
attitude of the public toward evangelists 
and money, he should studiously avoid 
any semblance of being mercenary. Why 
should the taking of the offering at an 
evangelistic campaign resemble an auc- 
tion sale? 


As a pastor I am perfectly willing for 
the evangelist to bring his books, tracts, 
magazines and records and sell them 
during the meetings, except on the Lord’s 
Day. But I do not care to have him devote 
undue time to announcing and adver- 
tising his book table every night. Any- 
thing may be overdone, especially ad- 
vertising. [Continued on page 562]

OWARD the end of January, Hyman 

Appelman held an eleven-day cam- 
paign at the Tabernacle Baptist Church, 
Chicago, Ill. Pastor D. A. McCall declared 
this to be a “new beginning” for the 
church, “the one for which we have been 
waiting and praying.” 

In the course of the meetings, all at- 
tendance records for the church were 
broken again and again, and more addi- 
tions came into the church than had 
been received in any previous year. More 
than 50 per cent of all .who answered 
altar calls came to profess faith in Christ. 


January 14-28, Wes Auger was with the 
Calvary Baptist Tabernacle of El Segun- 
do, Calif. The attendance during the 
campaign was reported to be the finest in 
the history of the church. There were a 
number of backslidden Christians re- 
stored and several indicated their desire 
to accept Christ as Saviour. 

From January 3 through February 11, 
the Augers ministered at the Calvary 
Baptist Church of Burbank, Calif., where 
Dr. Jesse Baker is pastor. Meetings were 
marked with an unusual revival spirit. 
The crowds were exceptionally good all 
the way through the meetings, and many 
Christians were aroused as never before. 


Eddie Martin held a two-week cam- 
paign in Hinton, W.Va., in January. Eight 
churches, representing all the denomina- 
tions of the 500-population city, spon- 
sored the meeting. 

By the first Tuesday night, crowds were 
so great that a “double-header” meeting 
had to be held each evening. By 7:00, the 
Municipal Auditorium, which seats 980 
people, would be packed out, and the 
Central Baptist Church, located across 
the street and having a seating capacity 
of more than 700, would be opened and 
filled. While Eddie Wagner gave the mes- 
sage at the church, his song leader began 
a service at the auditorium. When the 
first message and invitation were com- 
pleted, the two changed places, the 
evangelist preaching to those at the 
auditorium.

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presence of the Lord was felt in a marked 
way. 

The pastor of the church, Edward Es- 
colme, conducted the song services each 
evening, assisted by a large chorus choir, 
Vocal and instrumental numbers by the 
young people in the church were also on 
the program each evening. 

Because of the unusual interest and at- 
tendance, three extra nights were added 
to the original schedule. The first was 
designated as “Neighbor Night”—with 
everyone bringing neighbors, many of 
whom accepted the Lord. Then there was 
a “Family Night,” on which in many 
cases it took three and four pews to seat 
attending families. 

The closing night of the campaign was 
“School Night.” While a large crowd of 
young people was singing praises and 
witnessing upstairs, a young woman who 
had stubbornly refused Christ before, 
slipped to her knees in the basement and 
prayed her way through. 

In the closing moments of the last 
service the large congregation encircled 
the auditorium and sang such selections 
as “Blest Be the Tie That Binds” and 
“God Be with You Till We Meet Again.” 
The members of the church felt they 
were faced with a real challenge to “keep 
the revival fires burning” and to en- 
courage and help those who made de- 
cisions for Christ. 


J. W. Stiger, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist Church in Willcox, Ariz., reports a 
Christian Life Campaign, at which Clyde 
Paul White was the evangelist. Original- 
ly scheduled for January 7-14, the meet- 
ings were extended through January 19.

ROM the far corners of the earth 
have come many reports of the is- 
lands that have been reaching out for 
God. This has been true during the past 
two decades of the islands of Indonesia, 
as it was even earlier of the islands of the 
Pacific. And now more recently such 
reports are coming from the Japanese 
islands and Formosa. Rarely in the his- 
tory of missions do there come such times 
of spiritual awakening, when people in 
such large numbers reach out after the 
truth. Yet today in the small neglected 
island of Formosa there is a great move- 
ment toward God. 
The history of Formosa includes sev- 
eral periods of domination by outside 
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Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek's chapel occu- 
pies the right wing of this orchid farm admin- 
istration building at Taipeh.

peoples. The Portuguese in their early 
seafaring exploits discovered the island. 
When they saw the green’ mountains 
and sheer cliffs leaping abruptly out of 
the sea, they cried with delight, “Jina 
Formosa!” They were so pleased with 
the natural beauty that their only way 
of describing it was to name it “the 
Beautiful Isle.” 

The Dutch in the days of their expan- 
sion were able to seize and consolidate 
a portion of the southern seacoast. Today 
a historic fort built by the Dutch near 
Tainan still stands overlooking the sea 
as a reminder of their past glory. 

After a period of Dutch rule, a Chinese 
pirate, Koxinga, who is today the greatest 
hero of Formosan history, liberated the 
island. Koxinga inherited a bold spirit 
from his freebooting father. He held 
sway over the island during his own life- 
time. It was only after his death, in 
1683, that the Chinese imperial forces 
were able to take control. 

China’s rule lasted until she was forced 
to cede the island to Japan, in 1895. 
Immediately the Japanese set about mod- 
ernizing and developing the resources of 
the island. They did a magnificent work 
in eliminating tropical diseases, advanc- 
ing education, developing transportation, 
improving crops, and regimenting the 
whole economy. Formosa has some of 
the best systems of transportation, and 
its production of sugar, rice and various 
fruits is on a high level. 


The Beautiful Isle

After Worid War II, the Chinese again 
claimed control and placed their own 
officials in responsible positions. For a 
time all went well. A large majority of 
the island population were immigrants 
from the Fukien coast and felt a direct 
affinity to China. They looked forward 
with great anticipation to a time of lib- 
erty and prosperity. 

These anticipations soon vanished as 
the people became disillusioned with Chi- 
nese oOfficialdom. Many of the officials 
proved corrupt and inefficient. The Tai- 
wanese (Formosans) came to feel that 
they had been betrayed and that instead 
of liberty and equality they were now 
being subjected to another type of servi- 
tude. The Chinese governor, General 
Cheng Yi, a stern military man, insti- 
tuted a terrible massacre of Taiwanese 
leaders in order to quell a local uprising. 
The insurrection was suppressed, but only 
after a large number of the civilian 
leaders were ruthlessly executed. Among 
those killed were also some prominent 
Christians. 

It has been very difficult for the Na- 
tionalist government to regain the con- 
fidence of the people, but from all re- 
ports it seems that Governor K. C. Wu 
has done a remarkable job in that direc- 
tion. Recent elections have brought 
Taiwanese talent again into offices of 
responsibility, and it is to be hoped that 
relations between the Taiwanese and the 
mainland population may continue to 
improve. 

The history of the present missionary 
effort goes back some eighty-five or 
ninety years.* Dr. George Mackay, the 
first missionary of the Canadian Presby- 
terian Mission, began his work in the 
northern end of the island. The English 
Presbyterians began and carried on their 
work in the southern end. ‘Although

*When the existing Protestant missionary 
work began in Formosa, in the nineteenth 
century, there was no trace of an earlier 
Christianity. Yet there had been Christians 
on the island some two hundred years be- 
fore. During the period of Dutch rule, from 
1627 to 1662, as many as twenty-nine or- 
dained ministers went to serve in Formosa. 
Four of them failed to escape from the 
island when Koxinga drove the Dutch out 
and were beheaded by the pirates. 

These men not only ministered to the 
Dutch traders and colonists, but also car- 
ried on missionary work among the For- 
mosans. The first of them, George Candid- 
ius, is reported to have learned the lan- 
guage and religion of the natives, as did 
others who followed. Another, Robert Jun- 
ius, is said to have baptized 5,900, not count- 
ing infants, and he trained fifty native 
teachers. There was even some Scripture 
translation, for the Gospel of Matthew was 
printed in Formosan. 

Yet in the two centuries which followed 
the expulsion of the Dutch, every trace of 
Christianity was blotted out.—Editor 
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From the Fields 


INDIA. One of India’s best known mis- 
sionaries has gone on to be with the Lord 
whom she so delighted to serve. On Janu- 
ary 18, Amy Wilson Carmichael departed 
from this life at Dohnavur, Tinnevelly 
District, in South India. Miss Carmichael 
was in her eighty-fourth year. For more 
than fifty years of her life she had 
headed the evangelical faith mission 
known as the Dohnavur Fellowship. To 
her mission family, now numbering over 
900, she was affectionately known as 
“Amma,” the Indian word for mother. 
But Miss Carmichael’s ministry had ex- 
tended far beyond the limits of India, 
principally through her writings. Her de- 
votional books and stories of the work in 
India are perhaps as frequently quoted as 
the writings of any missionary of this 
century. 


PORTUGAL. At the beginning of last 
year a remarkable movement of evan- 
gelical fervor touched the town of Mar- 
inha Grande. It began on the occasion of 
the dedication of the Baptist church 
there, and continued through the year. 
A paper published by the little church 
has recently been received in which they 
report that during 1950 there were 103 
persons baptized of the many who had 
made profession of faith in Christ. At- 
tendance at the services continues just 
about the same every Sunday, simply be- 
cause the church can’t hold any more. 
The Sunday school has reached 520 in 
attendance, and when the young people 
present a program it is necessary to re- 
peat it on the following night for those 
who cannot get in the first time. 


LEBANON. It is reported from this 
country that today the chief way of dis- 
tracting attention from the gospel mes- 
sage is to introduce the subject of Sherbel. 
Sherbel was a monk who died in a Leba- 
nese monastery about fifty years ago. Re- 
cently the monks published the startling 
news that his body was still uncorrupted 
and that drops of perspiration were drip- 
ping from it. They immediately claimed 
healing powers for this perspiration. 
Thousands of people from all over the 
land have been to the monastery, and as 
a result it has become very rich. Many 
miracles are claimed to have been per- 
formed, though, since the tomb has been 
sealed up, none of the thousands who 
have come has ever seen Sherbel’s body. 
Of course many have taken the tedious 
journey and have come away dis- 
illusioned, but their disillusionment has 
not yet served to stem the tide of pil- 
grims to this new shrine. 


ERITREA. This country in northeast- 
ern Africa is perhaps very little known 
to most Americans. It is one of the former 
Italian possessions on the east coast 
of the continent from which the great 
invasion of Ethiopia was launched about 
fourteen years ago. Since the war, the 
United Nations has been trying to decide 
the fate of these former Italian colonies. 
It has now been decided that Eritrea 
shall be joined to Ethiopia, which will 
give that mountain kingdom a seacoast 
for the first time in many years. Swedish 
missionaries had carried on a good work 
in Eritrea before they were forced out 
as a result of the Italo-Ethiopian con- 
flict.

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great improvement over the original 
river-bank mode of living. 

Immorality runs high and spiritual 
indifference is rampant among adults. 
Godless parents have been known to 
punish their children for attending 
gospel services. Some have even forced 
their children to attend worldly amuse- 
ments or to do hard labor while meet- 
ings are in progress. 

Nevertheless the gospel bears its fruit 
and many lives are transformed, becom- 
ing real testimonies for Christ. “As I 
walk through the yard,” one camp man- 
ager says, “the very appearance of the 
cabins tells me where churchgoers live.” 

In one of the older camps a mainte- 
nance man remains an outstanding testi- 
mony to the saving power of Christ. 
Through the efforts of missionaries, the 
man’s small son had learned that Jesus 
knocks at the unbeliever’s heart. Later, 
as the boy was sitting on his father’s 
lap, he could feel the pulse pounding in 
his chest. Impressed by the gospel he 
had heard, the child shouted, “Daddy, 
Jesus is knocking at your heart’s door!” 
The father surrendered himself to the 
Lord and today is living for Christ. 


+ DurincG the dozen years that the Mis- 
sionary Gospel Fellowship has carried 
on its work, missionaries have come and 
gone. Fourteen have been called to serve 
in distant parts of the world, including 
Africa, China, India and South America. 
These men and women look upon their 
experiences in migrant work as “boot 
camp training” for the foreign field. “It 
has done much toward preparing us,” 
they testify. 

Members of the staff presently working 
among the migrants come all the way 
from Canada to Texas and from New 
York to California. Most have Bible 
institute, Bible college or seminary train- 
ing. Additional volunteer workers from 
the Fuller Foundation are available for 
directing vacation Bible schools in camps 
where such help is needed. 

The field is vast, complex and con- 
stantly changing. Today within a ten 
mile radius of Firebaugh, Calif., there 
are six private camps, housing from fifty 
to two hundred families—with no gospel 
testimony! A central California news- 
paper recently claimed that in that same 
county the total number of migrants is 
no less than 100,000 with only 4% per 
cent of them living in government camps. 
Others are in riverbank nooks and 
isolated camps, often in phantom settle- 
ments, springing up overnight only to 
vanish later, almost as suddenly. 

Laborers are few compared with the 
gigantic task of reaching these families 
with the gospel. Men especially are 
needed with strong bodies, enduring 
hearts, a burden for the underprivileged 
and a good, sane working knowledge of 
God’s Word.

ways in the four Gospels. Mrs. E. R. 
Kellersberger, of the American Leprosy 
Missions, out of her wealth of experience 
as a missionary in Africa, made a stirring 
appeal to young people to be pioneers 
for the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Stating that she and her husband had 
decided to share a story never before 
told an audience, she sketched his early 
life and his dedication to the Lord as a 
medical missionary. His first wife, Edna 
Bosche Kellersberger (Moody, 1910), who 
had been instrumental in winning him to 
Christ, gave her life for the Lord, a 
victim of sleeping sickness; but her ill- 
ness and death from this disease made 
possible the knowledge of how to treat it. 


The afternoon Missionary Symposium 
highlighted the need in various parts of 
the world. Cyril Weller, of the China 
Inland Mission, emphasizing again the 
seriousness of the situation in China, 
called for abounding more and more in 
prayer for that land and for the mis- 
sionaries who have had to be evacuated. 
Harold R. Cook, of the Institute faculty, 
missionary editor of Moopy MONTHLY, 
presided at this service, introducing the 
speakers and interviewing briefly three 
missionaries from other fields. 


Dr. Karl D. Hummel, of the Central 
American Mission, described the opposi- 
tion to the gospel in Latin America 
from the growing materialism and 
secularism, the infiltration of Commun- 
ism, and the power of entrenched religion. 
Dr. Albert D. Helser, of the Sudan 
Interior Mission, drew on his rich mis- 
sionary experience for the background of 
his message on “Be Real—Go!” 

The day was climaxed:by a great serv- 
ice of dedication. Robert L. Constable, 
vice-president of the Institute, who had 
just returned from a trip to Japan, Hong 
Kong, and Formosa, gave a brief report, 
pointing out unprecedented opportunities 
for the spread of the gospel through 
Moody gospel-science films, and calling 
on Christians to pray that the Lord will 
supply money and missionaries to enter 
the open doors in Japan and Formosa. 


Dr. M. A. Darroch, home director of the 
Sudan Interior Mission, followed with a 
message on “How Should Christians Live 
in an Hour Like This?” His text was 
taken from II Peter 3. In response to 
Dr. Culbertson’s appeal, about fifty 
young people came forward to indicate 
definite first-time decisions to go to the 
mission field if the Lord so led. Hundreds 
of young people who had previously vol- 
unteered for missionary service also 
came to the front of the church, remain- 
ing there as Dean Coder offered the 
dedicatory prayer. 


+ A NEw voice was heard in the confer- 
ence Friday morning as Dr. William 
Allan Dean, of Aldan, Pa., teacher at the 
Philadelphia School of the Bible, spoke 
from Luke 12:15, “Take heed, and beware 
of covetousness.” He stressed the fact 
that covetousness must not be limited to 
money, and that Christians who are free 
from what they consider gross sins are 
often guilty of coveting such things as 
ease, popularity, power, and position. 

The following morning he delivered a 
second message from Philippians 3:2: 
“Beware of dogs, beware of evil workers, 
beware of the concision.” He showed 
how there are three forces of opposition 
from within the professing church: from 
antinomianism, legalism, and unspiritual 
orthodoxy. The normal Christian (un- 
fortunately not the average Christian) 
is the antithesis of all three of these. 


Dr. J. Walter Carpenter, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., spoke on Friday morning and 
Saturday afternoon. His first message 
was “A Lesson in Prayer from the Early 
New Testament Church,” from Acts 4:24. 
On the latter occasion he proclaimed 
“The Glorious Gospel of the Grace of 
God” from II Corinthians 4:1-5 and 
I Corinthians 15:1-4. 


In the afternoon session S. Franklin 
Logsdon, newly installed pastor of Moody 
Church, spoke cn “The Fear of God,” 
using Isaiah 29 as the Scripture lesson. 
He preached powerfully and movingly on 
how we must come to God on God’s 
terms. Confession is necessary before 
things can be set right in the life. God 
wants us to bring words with us, and to 
speak, he reminded. 


That evening Dr. James McGinlay, of 
Brooklyn, discussed the world situation 
in the light of Acts 27:18-25, taking as 
his text the words, “I believe God.” His 
theme was that Christians are not to be 
fearful and discouraged about conditions, 
for God has shown the outcome in His 
Word. 


+ Dr. McGrintay spoke again on Satur- 
day morning, painting with vivid imagin- 
ation the picture of the paralytic man 
borne of four in Mark 2:1-12, and using 
this as an exhortation to Christians to 
bring men to Christ. In the afternoon 
session Jock Troup, Scottish evangelist,

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outlined the teaching of the Epistle to 
the Romans, particularly with reference 
to victory in the Christian life. 


Saturday night, with the co-operation 
of Youth for Christ, a great rally was 
held which was especially planned for 
young people. Dr. Bob Jones, Jr., presi- 
dent of Bob Jones University, spoke 
powerfully, exhorting young people to 
dedication of life, and emphasizing the 
need for doing things for Christ now, 
not putting them off until tomorrow. 


+ On the Lord’s Day afternoon Moody 
Church was filled for the “Hymnspira- 
tion” service. Dr. Homer Rodeheaver, 
associate of Billy Sunday, led the con- 
gregational singing, and touched hearts 
by his singing of “When Jesus Comes.” 
In addition, George Beverly Shea, who 
had been present also on Monday eve- 
ning, sang at this service. Dr. Jones gave 
the message on putting Jesus “In the 
Midst.” The conference closed Sunday 
evening with an evangelistic message by 
Jock Troup from Jeremiah 8:20, “The 
harvest is past, the summer is ended, 
and we are not saved.” 

Throughout the conference the singing 
was led by Al Smith, of “Singspiration,” 
and Edwin Guber, representing the 
Institute Extension staff. The Moody 
Chorale, as well as smaller groups and 
soloists, sang to the glory of God. Such 
a conference with God’s blessing cannot 
help but have eternal results.

Presbyterians have conducted the entire 
missionary enterprise, they are still di- 
vided into two synods. The only others 
that have labored on the island is a small 
group of “holiness” churches, started 
through local Taiwanese leadership under 
the influence of a certain “holiness” 
preacher in Japan. 

The Taiwanese church became a well- 
organized body with substantial church 
buildings and some excellent leadership. 
However, their influence could not pene- 
trate into the mountain areas during the 
Japanese era. The Japanese strictly for- 
bade any missionaries to go into the 
mountains, and also forbade the aborigi- 
nal tribespeople in the mountains to read 
the Bible or conduct any kind of Chris- 
tian service. 

It is a remarkable episode of Christian 
history how the truth seeped through to 
the hearts of these primitive peoples and 
how, secretly at night, those who knew 
the Way went to teach their fellow tribes- 
men the wonderful truths of the Bible. 
Once they had come to know the truth, 
they became so firm in their faith, and 
their love for Christ became so strong, 
that they. refused to bow under the iron 
hand of the Japanese, who sought to 
keep them from worshiping God or read- 
ing the Bible. The Japanese took strict 
measures to stamp out the Christian reli- 
gion, and some of these simple folk lan- 
guished in prisons, while others had to 
flee for their lives, and still others suf- 
fered death for their faith. 

Several remarkable incidents show how 
God in His love overruled on behalf of 
these Christians. At one place the Chris-

MONG the various threads of thought 

and action making up the pattern 

of Christian news this spring, one theme 

stands out: the evidence of continued— 

and possibly growing—concern for the 
spiritual foundations of our nation. 


Morality Wanted 

By no means all this concern comes 
from Christian groups. Twenty leading 
American educators—including General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, president of 
Columbia University, and Dr. James B. 
Conant, president of Harvard University 
—are on record as calling on Americans 
to rededicate themselves to the task of 
“moral reconstruction.” Education must 
lead in developing “intelligent and fer- 
vent loyalty to moral and _ spiritual 
values” if the United States is to survive 
as a democracy, the educators say. 

The educators’ statement was made in 
a report on the “moral and spiritual 
values in the public schools” issued by 
the educational policies committee of 
the National Education Association and 
the American Association of School 
Administrators.. The report was pre- 
sented before some 14,000 educators at 
the American Association of School 
Administrators in Atlantic City, N.J. 


Day for Repentance 

Meanwhile, a direct and forceful re- 
quest for the proclamation of a day of 
national repentance is before President 
Truman as a result of an open letter 
issued through The Alliance Weekly by 
its editor, Dr. A. W. Tozer. The Weekly 
is the official publication of the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance. 

Emphasizing the spiritual basis of the 
crisis confronting the nation, Dr. Tozer 
asserts that the critical need is repent- 
ance. “Let it [the proposed day of na- 
tional repentance] begin in the White 
House and go on to include every Amer- 
ican home,” the letter urges, “not passing 
by the parsonage, the vicarage or the 
manse. Plead with our people, Mr. 
President. Exhort them to bring forth 
fruit worthy of repentance and to break 
off their sins by righteousness. Then, 
and not till then, will God hear our 
prayers.” 


Force of Prayer 

While this call for repentance is being 
addressed to the nation through the 
President, a nationwide interdenomina- 
tional movement for prayer on the part 
of Christians is being launched by Allen 
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He launched a prayer movement 


R. Blegen, director of the Lutheran 
Gospel Hour. Reports indicate that sev- 
eral thousand listeners of his radio 
program are already aiding in the effort 
to enlist more than ten million prayer 
partners. 

The plan of the movement, known as 
the American Prayer Force, is to enlist 
men and women throughout the nation 
to fulfill a four-point prayer pledge: 
“In the light of world conditions, I 
promise to pray as God shall remind 
me: (1) for spiritual revival, (2) for the 
Church of Jesus Christ, (3) for a return 
to morality, (4) for our nation and the 
world.” 

“Modern history illustrates how prayer 
can save a nation and world,” Mr. 
Blegen declares, citing how revival in 
England during the days of the Wesleys 
is believed to have saved that nation. 
“God can hear our prayer today and 
intervene, if we meet His conditions and 
pray.” 


Freedom to Preach 

A Supreme Court decision of interest 
to Christians taking part in street meet- 
ings and other gospel team work is also 
among recent headlines. The ruling 
affirms the right to. preach on the street 
without a police permit. In making the 
decision, the court called a New York 
City ordinance requiring a permit “sup- 
pression—not punishment” and a “re- 
straint on the exercise of First Amend- 
ment rights.” 

The constitutional right to freedom 
of speech and religion, the court added, 
“has a firmer foundation than the whims 
or personal opinions of a local govern- 
ing body.” 


Calling Russia 

In Boston a short-wave radio station 
is broadcasting Bible readings in the 
Russian language on a program beamed 
to Soviet audiences. 

“An entire generation has come of age 
in the Soviet Union without ever having 
read or heard of the Bible,” the studio 
manager said as the programs began. 
The King James Version of the Bible is 
being used to stress such ideas as 
“humility, mercy, God is love, prayer, 
and the Ten Commandments,” he added. 

The station, WRUL, is operated by the 
World-Wide Broadcasting Foundation, 
which was used by the State Department 
for short-wave programs during World 
War II. The Bible readings are heard 
on Sunday afternoons at three o’clock. 


Paper Missionaries 
Gospel tracts in Chinese for distribu- 


tion in the Nationalist Army are being 
sent to Formosa by the American Tract 


Society. A letter from Madame Chiang | 


Kai-shek telling of the need of the ma- 
terial also revealed that the Nationalist 
Army now has an official Christian chap- 
lain for the first time in its history. 

Last fall the society sent $10,000 worth 
of printing equipment to Japan to help 
in publishing millions of tracts in that 
country annually. In addition, more than 
half a million leaflets in Spanish were 
recently published and distributed by 
the group. Most of the Spanish tracts 
were sent to Central and South America, 
but some were used in a city-wide 
Spanish evangelistic campaign in New 
York. 


Biggest Year 

Meanwhile, the American Bible So- 
ciety is looking back over what it terms 
the best year in its 116 years of work 
for the blind. In 1950 more than 28,000 
portions of the Scriptures were dis- 
tributed either in Braille or on records 
in the United States alone. This figure 
is an increase of almost 10,000 over the 
previous year, according to S. Ruth 
Barrett, secretary of the organization’s 
work for the blind. 

Other achievements for the year in- 
clude: distribution of the Scriptures in 
Braille in thirty-four languages and 
systems; provision of paper and binding 
materials for Braille Bibles in foreign 
countries; and aid in the cost of dis- 
tributing books among the needy blind. 


A Billion Plus 


In our own country, contributions re- 
ported by forty-eight Protestant denomi- 
nations last year exceeded a billion dol- 
lars, according to Dr. Harry S. Meyers, 
acting executive director of the joint 
department of stewardship of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches. 

The biggest percentage increase was 
recorded by the 30,000 members of the 





For Thee I Sing 


A year ago Anton Marco was 
singing leading baritone roles in 
such operatic productions as “Car- 
men,” “La Boheme” and “The 
Barber of Seville.” This spring he 
is to be a singer with a new mes- 
sage—the soloist for evangelistic 
meetings in Panama and Costa 
Rica under sponsorship of the 
Latin American Mission. 

Marco and his wife used to scoff 
at belief in God, but Mrs. Marco 
found Christ as Saviour about a 
year ago. Marco then began 
attending Bible classes at the First 
Baptist Church in Hackensack, 
N.J., and became concerned about 
his spiritual condition. 

Last September a close relative 
was killed in a plane crash while 
on the way to Korea, and soon 
afterward Marco yielded himself 
and his career to Christ. He is 
now participating wholeheartedly 
in Christian work, fulfilling only 
the secular engagements he had 
previously contracted. 

The 
Free Methodist lead in per capita giving, 
with an average of $169.11 from each 
member. 

Total giving has shown a yearly in- 
crease since 1937, Dr. Meyers said, but 
the increases have barely balanced the 
decreasing purchasing power of the 
dollar. 


An American Luther 

A motion picture on the life and work 
of Martin Luther is being planned by 
the National Lutheran Council. This is 
believed to be the first time a movie 
based on Luther has been sponsored by 
an American group, although several 
such films have been made by European 
organizations. 

Actual filming is scheduled for late 
summer and early fall in Germany. Plans 
call for completion of the film in time 
for a premiere showing at the quinquen- 
nial assembly of the Lutheran World 
Federation in Hanover, Germany, July 
25-August 3, 1952. After that it will be 
distributed in the United States and in 
other countries. 


New in Telecasts 

In Chicago “Tides of Destiny,” a new 
gospel telecast, is being seen Sunday 
afternoons at 4:30 on WBKB. The first 
evangelical television broadcast to be 
inauguarated in this Midwest city, the 
project is being carried on by a group 
of Chicago Christians headed by Dick 
Harvey, one of the five men who or- 
ganized Youth for Christ International, 
and musician Doug Fisher. Soprano 
soloist Rose Arzoomanian, Chicago’s Hi- 
C Chorale conducted by Doug Fisher, 
the Wheaton College quartet, and various 
guest artists are among those appearing 
on the telecasts. Producers say programs 
will utilize illustrated sermons, panto- 
mimes, dramatizations and scenes from 
the Scriptures to present the gospel story. 


A Fifth Accredited 

The Bible Institute of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia, Pa., was accredited in the 
Collegiate Division by the Accrediting 
Association of Bible Institutes and Bible 
Colleges at its fall meeting in Chicago. 
Four other collegiate Bible institutes and 
Bible colleges were reported as having 
been accredited at that time, but the 
name of the Bible Institute of Pennsyl- 
vania, the fifth school, was omitted in 
the Association’s former report. 


World News in Brief 

Churchgoers in Communist-controlled 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania are find- 
ing it increasingly difficult to hold 
worship services, according to a report 
from the National Lutheran Council. 
New indignities imposed by the govern- 
ment include: requirement of a $2.00 
permit for church attendance; a re- 
striction limiting services to early morn- 
ing hours in order “not to interfere with 
more important meetings”; an order 
closing churches less than seven miles 
apart; approval of hymns by soviet 
censors; and an order forbidding re- 
building or repair work on church build- 
ings by volunteers because “this might 
interfere with rebuilding of the state.” 
Church people feel the next step may be

Other highlights from around the 
world include: 


GERMANY—Probably the most piti- 
able group of persons in Germany today 
is its youth, according to Dr. Johannes 
Malthaner, who recently returned from 
a tour of that country. Dr. Malthaner, a 
University of Oklahoma professor, said 
that more than 500,000 bitter, skeptical 
young people between fifteen and twenty- 
five are unemployed in western Germany 
alone. They have no family connection 
and live in crowded barracks. Without 
morais and with few principles, forty 
thousand of them wander from town to 
town. Some German churches try to 
help by inviting the young people to 
small camps for two-week retreats, giving 
them sound Christian teaching and the 
fellowship of Christians about their own 
age, the professor added. 


RUSSIA—The world is left to draw its 
own conclusions from empty chairs re- 
served for Russia and her satellites at 
two recent international religious con- 
ferences. One of the conferences marked 
by the absence of delegates from Iron- 
Curtain countries was the meeting of the 
executive committee of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches in Paris. The other was 
the world conference of Moslems in Paki- 
stan. The latter conference was told that 
Moslems in Russia had not been given 
permission to attend, even though both 
the Soviet foreign minister, Andrei Vish- 
insky, and the Soviet ambassador to 
Pakistan had been approached on the 
matter. 

ISRAEL—Controversy over compulsory 
religious education for a considerable 
bloc of Jewish immigrant children has 
brought about the fall of Premier David 
Ben-Gurion’s government in Jerusalem. 
The premier has resigned and new elec- 


tions are planned for May or June. 

Immediate occasion of the govérn- 
ment’s fall was the demand of the re- 
ligious party that children be given re- 
ligious education in camps for immi- 
grants from Yemen, Iraq and North 
Africa—areas where most Jews are ortho- 
dox. A proposal by the premier that 
parents should be allowed to choose 
among several secular and _ religious 
schools was placed before the Knesset 
(parliament) for a vote of confidence, 
but lost 49 to 42. 


From Here and There 

> Billy Graham’s weekly broadcast, the 
“Hour of Decision,” has received the 
highest Neilsen audience rating ever 
given a religious broadcast. The program 
achieved the distinction after five weeks 
of broadcasting. 

> Pan-American Evangelical Conference 
under sponsorship of the International 
Council of Christian Churches will be 
held in Sao Paulo, Brazil, July 16-24. 
Purpose of the meeting is to unite “all 
Bible-believing evangelicals in a com- 
mon front to defend the faith, keep mis- 
sion doors open, and to evangelize all of 
Latin America.” 

>» Jewish people who preach the gospel 
during the tribulation period are to have 
the use of the Bethel Baptist Church of 
Duluth, Minn., according to a document 
placed in the cornerstone of the church’s 
new building. 

> Wheaton College, Wheaton, Ill., has 
added 50-acre Honey Rock Camp, Three 
Lakes, Wis., to its facilities. The college 
plans to sponsor a girls’ camp there from 
June 25-July 21, and a boys’ camp from 
July 23-August 18. 

> The spring convention of the American 
Council of Christian Churches will be 
held in the Bible Presbyterian Church in 
Nashville, Tenn., April 25-29. 
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DAVID AND CHRIST 

What is the meaning of Israel yet 
seeking David their king in Christ, in 
Hosea 3:4, 5? Do all the references to 
the raising up of David, as in Jeremiah 
30:9; Isaiah 55:3-5, find their fulfill- 
ment in Luke 1:69 and Acts 2:30, 31? 
Do the words “raise up” refer to the 
birth of Christ, His resurrection, or 
coming again as King of Israel? There is 
some teaching that there is no such fu- 
ture hope for Israel.—M.V.B., Van- 
couver, B. C., Canada 

There is certainly a fulfilment of such 
a prophecy as Jeremiah 30:9 in the birth 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, as set forth in 
Luke 1:69, and evidently His resurrection 
also is a “raising up” in fulfillment of 
some Old Testament prophecies. But no 
one or more events in the earthly life of 
the Lord Jesus Christ fulfills Old Testa- 
ment prophecy concerning Him. The 
Old Testament generally views the career 
of Messiah as a whole without especially 
distinguishing separate events, such as 
His virgin birth, atoning death, resurrec- 
tion, ascension or return to reign. 
Prophecies such as those mentioned in- 
clude the entire career of Messiah as the 
prophets saw it, even though only one 
aspect of it is mentioned in the New 
Testament as fulfillment. 

Even Acts 2:30, however, states that 
David knew that God “would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne” (italics ours). 
It was therefore essential that Christ 
should rise from the dead, as stated in 
verse 31, to fulfill such a purpose. The 
fact that He has not done so already only 
shows that He must do so in the future, 
since this is a literal promise with a lit- 
eral fulfillment. Besides, the resurrection 
mentioned in Acts 2:31 is in fulfillment 
of another and a special prophecy con- 
tained in Psalm 16:10. 

Hosea 3:4, 5 is strongest evidence of all 
this. Israel is to return and seek the Lord 
their God, and David their king (and 
these two expressions are in a sense in 
apposition, establishing a unity and 
equality), after they have been for a long 
time without king and country, without 
priest and sacrifice, without divine or 
other guidance in the world. 

This was certainly not true when the 
Lord was on earth, and not for about

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forty years more, a period of testing 
affording opportunity for national ac- 
ceptance of Him. Israel is still in the 
condition of verse 4, in spite of a partial 
return to and partial possession of its 
land. Therefore they will yet return and 
seek David their king, who will come to 
them in the hour of their direst need and 
repentance, and reign over them and the 
world. Acts 15:14-17, quoting Amos 9:11, 
is a striking confirmation of this.

PAUL’S THORN IN THE FLESH 

It has been stated concerning Paul’s 
“thorn in the flesh” (II Corinthians 
12:7-9) that in his praying “thrice” or 
three times for its removal, the expres- 
sion “thrice” is a Hebrew figure for 
ceaselessly, constantly, over and over 
again. Can such an interpretation be sus- 
tained ?—S.H., Chicago, Ill. 

This view was maintained by such com- 
mentators as Chrysostom and John Cal- 
vin of old, but by far the great majority 
take the meaning literally. There can be 
no doubt that the term “three” did ex- 
press the ideas of the superlative and 
extension among both the ancient He- 
brews and other Semitic groups as indi- 
cated by the root meaning of the word 
“three” in such ianguages. But this does 
not mean that the word thrice or three 
cannot indicate exactly that and no more 
in this instance. The Old Testament is 
full of illustrations of the literal meaning 
of the word three: Elijah stretching him- 
self out over the child three times 
(I Kings 17:21); Daniel praying three 
times a day (Dan. 6:10); the significant 
incident of the king of Israel stopping 
with striking the arrows upon the ground 
three times, whereas he should have 


struck five or six times to symbolize com- ' 


plete victory over the Syrians (II Kings 
13:18, 19). 

Some other word could well have been 
used to express the idea of many times 
or constantly. Perhaps this thrice repeat- 
ed prayer has some reference to the 
thrice repeated prayer of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in the garden of Gethsemane; He 
also prayed that the cup of pain and 
agony might pass from Him (Matt 26: 36, 
44; Luke 22:42, 45). This was certainly 
no more than three actual times. The 
apostle may have thought of this in his 
petitions for the removal of the thorn or 
“stake.” It would seem better to accept 
the “thrice” as meaning simply three 
actual times with the answer to his peti- 


tions given the third time, not in the 
removal of the “thorn” but in the promise 
of God’s sufficient and sustaining grace.

THE BRIDE AND THE GUESTS 


Who are the guests mentioned in the 
parable of Matthew 22? What is their 
relationship to the bride? Can we dis- 
tinguish them as Spirit-filled believers 
represented by the bride, and other be- 
lievers not Spirit-filled or “saved as by 
fire’? as represented by the guests?— 
Mrs. W.H.B., Texas 

The Bride of Christ is commonly un- 
derstood to refer to tre Church, that is, to 
the whole body of believers, although 
there are those who distinguish between 
the bride as referring to a millennial 
Israel and the Church as the Body of 
Christ made up of believers in this dis- 
pensation. 

But different figures may be used to 
express the same truth or various aspects 
of that truth. This is true of the wedding 
guests of the parable in Matthew 22. 
There is no real distinction between the 
Bride or Body of Christ, on the one 
hand, and the guests, on the other. Noth- 
ing is said about a bride in this parable. 
It is simply a wedding. 

The guests in this parable are said to 
have on a wedding garment. The wedding 
garment stands for the righteousness of 
Christ with which believers are clothed. 
This is clearly and beautifully stated 
even in the Old Testament in Isaiah 
61:10: “I will greatly rejoice in the Lord, 
my soul shall be joyful in my God; for 
he hath clothed me with the garments 
of salvation, he hath covered me with the 
robe of righteousness, as a bridegroom 
decketh himself with ornaments, and as 
a bride adorneth herself with jewels.” 
The reference is evidently to a wedding, 
including the guests, and the spiritual 
significance of the garment is made clear. 

This parable sets forth primarily the 
benefits and blessings of the Messianic 
kingdom under the image of a marriage 
feast in honor of God’s (the King’s) 
Son. Israel the nation had long been 
invited to this feast, but had mocked, 
insulted and ill-treated the messengers; 
therefore an invitation to the King’s 
presence and the King’s feast was ex- 
tended to the Gentiles in the highways 
and by-ways. They represent believers 
of the Church. The man who was there 
without the wedding garment no doubt 
represents those who though in the visi- 
ble Church are not genuine believers. In 
the presence of the King these will be 
speechless, without excuse, and cast out.

TWO HIGH PRIESTS 

Can you tell me why there were two 
high priests at the time of Jesus’ minis- 
try and what, if any, was the meaning of 
it?—Mrs. J.B., San Diego, Calif. 

The question is based, presumably, on 
Luke 3:2: “Annas and Caiaphas being 
the high priests.” These words have 
added force in view of Luke’s reputation 
for historical accuracy. 

The high priesthood had been in some- 
thing of a chaotic state for thirty or 
forty years before this time. King Herod 
ignored its hereditary character, divinely 
appointed, and set up and deposed high 
priests at his pleasure. The Romans, 
under their procurators, did the same, 
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so that at times it became almost an 
annual appointment. But the high priests 
were at least taken from certain priestly 
families. These high priests came to 
form a class known as the “chief priests,” 
sometimes serving more than one ap- 
pointment. 

Annas had served as high priest from 
A.D. 7 to 14. Five of his sons had also 
served as high priests in succession. Ac- 
cording to Acts 4:6, it seems that he him- 
self must have served again as the high 
priest. 

Other passages in the Gospels, how- 
ever, indicate that Caiaphas alone was 
high priest, at least at the time of the 
judgment scene (John 18:13). The words 
“that same year’ have reference to the 
year as significant and decisive in their 
history and not necessarily to only a one- 
year tenure of office. 

But in view of the great influence of 
Annas and his family, it is quite probable 
that he dominated Caiaphas, who was 
also his son-in-law. It is to Annas that 
the Lord Jesus was first brought, al- 
though Caiaphas was the high priest. 
Annas may have been president of the 
Sanhedrin. His counsel and decision 
would be of utmost importance. 

Because of this great influence and his 
own high priestly record and authority, 
it may be that Annas is called high priest 
together with Caiaphas, although we may 
be sure that only one, namely Caiaphas 
at this time, would be permitted to enter 
the Holy of Holies on the Day of Atone- 
ment.

JAMES AND OATHS 

What is the meaning of James 5:12 
concerning swearing? Does it mean that 
one should not swear to the contents of 
legal papers, such as deeds and affida- 
vits ?—E.C.A., Kansas City, Mo. 

James 5:12 reads, “But above all things, 
my brethren, swear not, neither by 
heaven, neither by the earth, neither by 
any other oath: but let your yea be yea; 
and your nay, nay; lest ye fall into con- 
demnation” (or, marginal reading, “under 
judgment”). 

This is something of a paraphrase of 
the words of the Lord Jesus in Matthew 
5:33-37 as one of the principles or laws 
of His kingdom, laws not meant for the 
kingdoms of this world. 

It is therefore doubtful if James refers 
to lega) matters, although even the oath 
in legal matters is, in part, a concession 
to that lack of honesty in men which 
requires such oaths in the interest of 
right and truth, and as a guarantee of 
faithfulness. Since we live under the 
kingdoms of this world, in which God 
Himself has ordained the powers that be 
(Rom. 13:1), it is scarcely possible to 
avoid taking those oaths which legal 
matters and documents require, nor are 
they harmful or wrong in this sense. 

The reference in James is to the pro- 
miscuous and easy oath customary in 
that time, both in ordinary speech and 
by way also, it may be, of agreements. 
It is the purpose here to discourage also 
rash vows and promises into which peo- 
ple entered so easily at that time. There 
may be reference to current rabbinical 
opinion that a man might swear with 
his lips and at the same time annul such 
an oath in his heart. The exhortation 
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here is to such truth and fidelity of life 
and utterance that, according to the 
modern expression, a man’s word “is as 
good as his bond.”

SUNDAY IN THE BIBLE 


If the word “Sunday” represents the 
Lord’s Sabbath, why can’t we find the 
word Sunday in the Bible?—W.E.]., 
Chicago, Ill. 

Neither Sunday nor any other day of 
the week is mentioned in the Old or New 
Testament, by the names common to us. 
First, such names were not known to the 
writers; and second, since they represent 
pagan deities, the gods of Rome, it isn’t 
likely that the divinely inspired Word of 
God would use such names. 


However, neither the mention nor 
omission of the word “Sunday” has any 
bearing whatever on the validity of our 
observance of the first day of the week 
as the Lord’s Day, a day of rest, of wor- 
ship and of spiritual service and renew- 
ing; a day of celebration of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus Christ from the 
dead, which gave us the assurance of 
redemption, and so in reality ushered in 
the new dispensation of grace. Nothing, 
therefore, could be more justified and 
fitting than that the first day of the 
week be called and observed as the Lord’s 
Day. 





The Nature of Worldliness

have their list of worldly things, and as 
they measure their own lives against the 
list, they can quite correctly write “Not 
guilty” against every item. And so they 
conclude that they are free from world- 
liness—and all the time, maybe, worldli- 
ness is eating their very heart out. They 
do not realize what a subtle thing world- 
liness is—far too subtle to be capable of 
tabulation. It easily by-passes the list. 
My grumble at this interpretation of 
worldliness is not because it is too 
stringent; it is because it is not stringent 
enough. 


+ One final defect; it tends to make us 
into legislators for other people. We have 
our list of worldly things. We know what 
things are worldly and what are not. It 
is all so clear to us. It is black and white. 
And we assume that our conclusions will 
be equally clear to other people; and if 
we catch them doing things which are 
on our list, our estimation of them comes 
crashing down to the ground. “They are 
worldly,” we cry; “they are not sanctified, 
they are not separated.” And why? Be- 
cause they have acted in contravention 
of this set of regulations that we have 
drawn up. That is to say we find our- 
selves going about measuring other peo- 
ple by a yardstick of our own devising. 


Now the “sitting in judgment” upon 
our fellow Christians, which so easily 
follows from this false view of worldli- 
ness, is all wrong. We should remember 
that valid judgments cannot be made 
at the level of actions anyway, but only 
at the level of motives. It is easy to 
judge people on the basis of their out- 
ward acts; it is very difficult to judge 
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them on the basis of their motives; and 
I think that is why our Lord told us not 
to try. “Judge not,” He said. “Judge 
nothing before the time,” exhorted the 
apostle, “until the Lord come, who both 
will bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness, and will make manifest the 
counsels of the heart; and then every 
man shall have praise of God” (I Cor. 
6:5). 

Because I have criticized this com- 
monly held interpretation of worldliness, 
I do not want to imply that the activities 
mentioned are free from danger. That is 
simply not true. There is real danger 
attached to most, if not all, of them. 
What I am saying is that it is wrong to 
identify them with the world. Any one 
of them may become an avenue or an 
expression of worldliness in particular 
cases. But they, in themselves, are not 
the world. 


+ Wuat, then, is the world? The Bible 
says: “For all that is in the world, the 
lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes, and 
the pride of life, is not of the Father, but 
is of the world” (I John 2:16). Notice 
again that the world is here defined not 
in terms of acts, but in terms of attitudes: 
“The lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eyes, the pride of life.” 

What is this “lust of the flesh’? It 
might be defined as “the inordinate 
desire to gratify the carnal appetites.” 
That, of course, includes drunkenness. 
But does it not also include gluttony— 
eating food beyond all necessary require- 
ments, simply for the sake of eating? 
Does it not also include an unnecessary 
fastidiousness about our food? Does it 
not include the over-resting of our body— 
for instance, lying in bed on Sunday 
morning to such an extent that we come 
to the Lord’s table unprepared in heart? 
“The inordinate desire to gratify the 
carnal appetites.” 


What is meant by “the lust of the 
eyes’? Any delight we may have in ob- 
jects which is out of proportion to their 
moral and spiritual worth. How often 
are we guilty of this? How easy it is 
when confronted by two people, one of 
whom is good-looking and the other not 
so good-looking, automatically to attach 
greater worth to the former. Instinctively 
we seem to be swayed by appearances. 
We are guided by physical attractiveness 
rather than by moral worth. That, surely, 
is the way the world makes its evalua- 
tions. It delights in the appearance of a 
thing for its own sake. This is the lust 
of the eyes, and it is worldly. 

Then what are we to understand by 
“the pride of life’? It means a boastful, 
ostentatious attitude toward the posses- 
sions with which God has entrusted us. 
Suppose, for instance, we have had the 
privilege of a really good education. The 
pride of life appears when, instead of 
regarding it as something that God has 
graciously entrusted to us for the sake 
of the work of His kingdom, we brag 
about it and draw attention to it. We 
need to remember those words of Paul’s: 
“For who maketh thee to differ from 
another? And what hast thou that thou 
didst not receive? Now if thou didst re- 
ceive it, why dost thou glory, as if thou 
hadst not received it?” (I Cor. 4:7).

God’s Covenant with His 
People 


Genesis 15:1-6; 17:5-8, 18-19 
MEMORY SELECTION: I am thy shield, 
and thy exceeding great reward.—Gene- 

‘sis 15:1, A.S.V. 

It has been the joy of God to enter 
into covenant with His people. Some- 
times the covenant has been a condi- 
tional one, based on certain actions on 
the part of man. Other covenants have 
been unconditional; God has made cer- 
tain promises to do certain things with- 
out reference to specific actions on man’s 
part. 

For example, we have what may be 
termed the Edenic Covenant (Gen. 1:26- 
31; 2:16, 17), which definitely was a con- 
ditional covenant. Man’s place of blessing 
in the garden was conditioned upon his 
obedience to a specific command of God. 
On the other hand, what we may call 
the Adamic Covenant (Gen. 3:16-19) 
was unconditional, for in it God definite- 
ly made certain promises and pledges en- 
tirely apart from any action on the part 
of man. 

There are eight such covenants in the 
Word of God. Beside the ones mentioned, 
there are: (1) the Noahic Covenant 
(Gen. 9:11-18), the Abrahamic (Gen. 
12:1-4; 13:14-17; 15:1-6; 17:1-8), (3) the 
Mosaic (Exod. 20:11-31:18), (4) the Pal- 
estinian or Deuteronomic (Deut. 30:1-10), 
(5) the Davidic (II Sam. 7:14-16), and 
finally the New Covenant (Mark 14:24; 
Luke 22:20; Jer. 31:31-33; Ezek. 37:26; 
Heb. 8:6, 10-13; 10:16). 


I. The Abrahamic Covenant (Gen. 
15:1-6) 

It is apparent that the Abrahamic 
Covenant is involved, at least by infer- 
ence, in the preliminary words of the 
story of Abraham (Gen. 12:1-3). 

The actual entering into the agreement 
is recorded in Genesis 15:10-18. The cove- 
nant was made on the basis of the sacri- 
fice of a heifer, a she-goat and a ram, 
along with a turtle dove and a young 
pigeon (v. 9). It was in the evening, when 
sleep fell upon Abram, that God con- 
firmed the covenant with him (Gen. 
15:12,ff) . 

In the Scripture selection for our les- 
son, the immediate concern of Abraham 
was the fact that he did not have a child. 
God appeared to him in a vision with 
the comforting words, “Fear not, Abram: 
I am thy shield, and thy exceeding great 
reward” (Gen. 15:1). This is the first use 
of the word shield with reference to God. 
God says that He will be Abram’s pro- 
tection as well as his reward. 

It is frequently true after a great vic- 
tory, such as Abram had won (Gen. 14), 
that there comes a sense of insecurity 
and fear. If that was the case in this in-

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stance, God met the need by giving 
Abram this word of comfort and en- 
couragement. Out of it grew Abram’s 
response that he was childless. 

The reference to Eliezer of Damascus, 
of course, was to the effect that Abram’s 
property would go to him, on the basis 
that he was Abram’s steward or servant. 
But God declared that Eliezer would not 
be Abram’s heir, but that a child would 
be born to Abram. God promised that his 
seed, even though he was childless at that 
moment, would be as numerous as the 
stars and as the sands of the sea. Be it 
said to the credit of Abram, that “he 
believed in Jehovah; and he reckoned it 
to him for righteousness” (v. 6). 

As a matter of fact, if we understand 
the Word of God aright, in any age the 
crux of the whole matter has been 
whether or not a man actually believes 
God and trusts him. 


II. The Covenant Confirmed (Gen. 
17:5-8) 

In the interim between chapter 15 and 
the passage we now look at in chapter 
17, there is the fact that Hagar bare 
Abraham a son. As though to help God 
along, Sarai, Abram’s wife, came up with 
the idea that her maid, Hagar, should be- 
come Abram’s concubine. But the birth 
of Ishmael was not God’s plan so far as 
the fulfillment of His covenant was con- 
cerned. Ishmael, then, was set aside and 
God’s promise still awaited fulfillment. 

The fact that Abram was ninety-nine 
years old and Sarai was past the age 
when a child would be expected, posed a 
great problem to this elderly couple. 
However, the New Testament word is 
this, “Abraham, who is the father of us 
all (as it is written, A father of many 
nations have I made thee) before him 
whom he believed, even God, who giveth 
life to the dead, and calleth the things 
that are not, as though they were. Who 
in hope believed against hope, to the end 
that he might become a father of many 
nations, according to that which was 
spoken, so shall thy seed be. And with- 
out being weakened in faith he consid- 
ered his own body now as good as dead 
(he being about a hundred years old), 
and the deadness of Sarah’s womb; yet, 
looking unto the promise of God, he 
wavered not through unbelief, but waxed 
strong through faith, giving glory to God, 
and being fully assured that what he had 
promised, he was able also to perform. 
Wherefore also it was reckoned unto him 
for righteousness” (Rom. 4:16-22). In 
token of the fact that this promise was 
to be fulfilled, God called Abram, Abra- 
ham; instead of exalted father, he was 
to ke known as the father of a multitude. 


III. The Covenant Repeated (Gen. 
17:18, 19) 

Though Abram still pled for Ishmael 
to be established before God, His word 
was that Sarah would bear a son, and 
that in Isaac would the seed be called. 
We know, of course, that God abund- 
antly fulfilled His promise, and that the 


very presence of the Jew in the world 
today is evidence of God’s faithfulness. 





April 22 
God in a Nation’s Life 
Deuteronomy 6:20-25; 5:1-6 
MEMORY SELECTION: 
Open thou mine eyes, that I may behold 
Wondrous things out of thy law. 
—Psalm 119:18, A.S.V. 


Last week’s lesson brought to our at- 
tention the beginnings of the nation of 
Israel in the promise given to Abram. It 
was God’s promise that the seed of Abra- 
ham, through Isaac, would become a 
great nation (Gen. 12:2), and that God 
would establish His covenant with that 
seed “throughout their generations for an 
everlasting covenant, to be a God unto 
thee and to thy seed after thee” (Gen. 
17:7). In this lesson we move on to the 
day of Moses and to particular emphasis 
upon the covenant established between 
God and Israel. 


I. The Signs and Substance of the 
Covenant (Deut. 6:20-25) 

The book of Deuteronomy gives the re- 
capitulation of the law; hence its name— 
“The Second Law.” Though the form and 
purpose of Deuteronomy differ from the 
book of Exodus, nevertheless, the con- 
tents of the two books so far as the law 
is concerned are similar. 

In this passage, the question is posed, 
“What mean the testimonies, and the 
statutes, and the ordinances, which Je- 
hovah our God hath commanded you?” 
(v. 20). That the children would raise 
such a question is, of course, very natural. 
It reminds us of the question posed in 
connection with the Passover celebra- 
tion, “What mean ye by this service?” 
(Exod. 12:26). In both instances there is 
a divine answer to the natural question 
that would arise in the minds and hearts 
of posterity. 

There is an incidental lesson here 
which should not be forgotten: God is 
not only concerned with the generation 
with which He originally deals, but for 
their posterity as well. Perhaps the reve- 
lation is even more wonderful in that it 
does not primarily refer to the posterity 
in its adulthood, but rather in its period 
of childhood. Thank God, the Lord is 
concerned about children, and He wants 
them to have the answers to the ques- 
tions which they have in their minds re- 
garding His dealings in the past. Happy 
is that child who has a father and 
mother so taught of God, so instructed 
in the Book of God, that they can give 
an answer for the hope that is in them. 

In answer to the question in Deuteron- 
omy as to the meaning of the testi- 
monies, the statutes, the ordinances 
which the Lord commanded, attention is 
called to the fact of the exodus (vv. 21, 
22) and to the settlement of Canaan (v. 
23). We take it that the exodus and the 
settlement of Canaan were the two signs 
to be given to the children as to the seal- 
ing of God’s covenant, or at least as signs 
that that covenant had been entered into 
at Horeb. 

The three words used in Deuteronomy 
6:20—testimonies, statutes, judgments 
(ordinances in A.S.V.)—all refer to the 
commandments of God. The first indi- 
cates “a witness, anything which testi- 
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offering courses leading to the degrees of

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fies.” The law of God is His witness of 
Himself, His witness to us, and His wit- 
ness as to the kind of life which secures 
His blessing. The second word, “statutes,” 
means “something decreed, prescribed, 
appointed.” It would indicate that the 
law is something appointed of God. The 
third word literally means “judgment,” 
and in one of its uses definitely refers to 
the sentence of a judge, “the judgments 
of Jehovah.” The root idea of the verb 
from which the word “judgments” comes 
seems to be “to set upright or erect,” and 
so would come to mean that which was 
right, equitable, just. 

The son is asking the question then, 
“What does this witness, this prescribed 
and appointed statute, this equitable 
sentence of God mean?” And in reply, 
the father testifies to the signs alluded 
to above, and speaks of the substance of 
the covenant in verses 24 and 25, that all 
of these statutes were to be performed in 
the fear of the Lord. This fear is not one 
of terror, but reverential awe. These stat- 
utes were not ideas of God to make man 
miserable, but “for our good always.” The 
son was given to understand further that 
it was the purpose of God that Israel in 
obedience to Him would be preserved 
(vv. 24, 25). 


II. The Claims of the Covenant (Deut. 

Speaking to the generation with whom 
God made the covenant at Horeb, Moses, 
under God, could put the emphasis very 
definitely on their special duty, in view 
of the fact that the covenant had not 
been made with their forebears, but with 
them. So there was an immediate respon- 
sibility. The God who spoke face to face 
in the mount out of the midst of the fire, 
the God who brought men out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bondage, 
was the God who had entered into cove- 
nant with them. 

These commandments of God were to 
be heard, learned and observed (v. 1). 
The Mosaic covenant was, of course, a 
conditional one, and God’s full blessing 
upon Israel in any age of her history de- 
pends definitely on her observance of His 
word. The fateful rejection of the Lord 
Jesus Christ as their Messiah has brought 
Israel into a long period of sad history, 
the history that was prophetically indi- 
cated as a possibility in the Palestinian 
covenant (Deut. 27-30). But it is God’s 
promise that they will know His blessing 
again in a coming day (Isa. 11:11-16; 
Zech. 12:10-13:2; Rom. 11:25-32). 





April 29 
Possessing the Land of 
Promise 


Joshua 14:6-13; Judges 2:7-10; 21:25 
MEMORY SELECTION: Be strong and 
of good courage; be not affrighted, 
neither be thou dismayed: for Jehovah 
thy God is with thee whithersoever thou 
goest.—Joshua 1:9, A.S.V. 


There is no break between the books of 
Numbers and Deuteronomy so far as his- 
tory is concerned. In Numbers we have a 
record of the last acts of Moses, in Deu- 
teronomy a record of the last words God 
gave to Moses. 

These last words of Moses are given in 
three addresses (first address, chs. 1-4; 
second address, chs. 5-26; third address, 
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chs. 27-30), in his so-called swan song 
(Deut. 31 and 32) and in the closing of 
the record of the Pentateuch (Deut. 33 
and 34). 

Following the death of Moses (Deut. 
34), the word of Joshua as the next lead- 
er of God’s people began (Josh. 1). The 
record of entering the land of Canaan 
and its conquest follows (Josh. 1-12). 
The latter part of Joshua (chapters 13- 
24) gives the division of the land. It is in 
this portion of the book that our first 
selection for today’s lesson is found. The 
passages from Judges follow historically. 


I. Caleb’s Possession (Josh. 14:6-13) 

Our first acquaintance with Caleb is in 
connection with the spies. Representing 
Judah as its prince, he went into the 
land of Canaan to spy it out and report 
back to Moses and the people (Num. 13 
ff.). In that instance, he united with 
Joshua in bringing back the counsel to 
go into the land (Num. 13:30; 14:6, 7). 
It is evident, of course, that Caleb had a 
very definite part in the conquering of 
the land, and now with the land some- 
what in a state of subjugation, he makes 
his appearance before Joshua to claim his 
rightful portion. 

Caleb is a remarkable character for 
many reasons. His father Jephunneh is 
spoken of as the Kenizzite, in all prob- 
ability a proselyte. Though there is some 
question as to the meaning of Caleb’s 
name, it is usually designated as “dog.” 
Such a name may possibly have reference 
to the origin of his father’s coming from 
outside Israel rather than being born an 
Israelite. Or some have suggested the idea 
that Caleb was a man who, having once 
ascertained the will of God, would fever- 
ishly go on to the consummation of what 
he believed to be God’s purpose for him. 
In keeping with the latter suggestion, 
there are those who say that his name 
really means “raging with canine mad- 
ness.” 

Notice his deference in approaching 
Joshua. There is no attempt at undue 
familiarity, though undoubtedly the two 
men were very close. There is the re- 
spectful reminder of the word of God to 
Moses concerning Joshua and Caleb 
(Josh. 14:6). In addition, there is the 
testimony to God’s preservation and pro- 
tection for forty-five years, and con- 
fidence in the fulfillment of His prom- 
ise (vv. 7-11). 

After such an introduction, Caleb pre- 
sented his request: “Now therefore give 
me this hill country, whereof Jehcevah 
spake in that day” (v. 12). Even at the 
age of eighty-five, Caleb was not asking 
for the easy place; he was asking for 
the country where the Anakim—the 
giants—lived. No wonder Joshua blessed 
him and gave him the country, and no 
wonder “Hebron became the inheritance 
of Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Keniz- 
zite . . . because he wholly followed Je- 
hovah, the God of Israel” (v. 14). 


II. A Sad Situation (Judg. 2:7-10) 

So long as Joshua lived and the elders 
who had been associated with him and 
had outlived him continued to minister 
to Israel, the people served Jehovah. 
After that generation passed from the 
scene, however, “there arose another gen- 
eration after them, that knew not Jeho- 
vah, nor yet the work which he had 
wrought for Israel” (v. 10). 
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How sad that one generation could 
know something of the presence and 
power of Jehovah in their midst, and the 
succeeding one be so blindly ignorant. 
Certainly the former generation must 
have spoken of Jericho and Ai, of the 
conquering of the five kings, and of other 
incidents in God’s deliverance of Canaan 
into their hands. But it would seem as 
though the next generation cared for 
none of these things. Alas, how often it is 
true that a generation of people who do 
not know the hardship involved in secur- 
ing the place of blessing take that place 
of blessing for granted and depart from 
the paths of righteousness and of faith 
in God. God the righteous Judge may be 
slow in judgment, but eventually He 
arises to chastise. 


Ill. A Sad Commentary (Judg. 21:25) 

Thirteen individuals were raised up of 
God to meet the need of Israel in the 
period of the book of Judges. (There are 
fourteen if Barak’s name is included.) At 
least seven times in that period Israel 
was oppressed by conquering nations. 
Basic in the sad history of this period 
was the fact that Israel turned their 
backs upon Jehovah their God and sub- 
stituted their own plans and purposes for 
the will and the word of God. 

The last verse of Judges says, “Every 
man did that which was right in his own 
eyes.” It need not be affirmed that such 
a practice undoubtedly leads to anarchy; 
at least, to national deterioration and 
possible dissolution. It is when we do 
what is right in God’s eyes that we gain 
the divine approval and will know some- 
thing of the divine presence and power. 





May 6 
Israel’s Great King 
II Samuel 5:1-5; 8:15; I Chronicles 
22:17-19 


MEMORY SELECTION: 

One thing have I asked of Jehovah, that 
will I seek after: 

That I may dwell in the house of Jehovah 
all the days of my life, 

To behold the beauty of Jehovah, 

And to inquire in his temple. 

Psalm 27:4, A.S.V. 


From the close of the book of Judges, 
we must pass over considerable history to 
arrive at the text of our lesson today. The 
names of Eli, Samuel, Saul and Jonathan 
are prominent in the intervening history. 
We come now to Israel’s second king, un- 
doubtedly the greatest earthly monarch 
that she has ever had. There is a greater 
one to come, however, David’s son who is 
also David’s Lord (Matt. 22:41-45); He 
who is Son of God and Son of Man, who 
will reign on the throne of His father 
David. In the words of Montgomery, we 
cry, 

“Hail to the Lord’s Anointed, 
Great David’s greater Son.” 

This lesson concerns King David and 
tells us something of his coming to the 
throne and his rule. 


I. David Made King (II Sam. 5:1-5) 
It would seem that the defeat of the 
Israelites on Mount Gilboa when Saul 
was slain left the Philistines in control. 
It was then that Abner, Saul’s cousin, 
and the captain of the host, took Ishbo- 





sheth, Saul’s fourth son, to Mahanaim, 
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and proclaimed him king (II Sam. 2:8, 9). 
Ishbosheth’s reign of two years was con- 
fined to Israel, for “the house of Judah 
followed David” (II Sam. 2:10). 

The seeming discrepancy between the 
length of Ishbosheth’s reign at Maha- 
naim and David’s at Hebron is probably 
best explained in the suggestion of Josiah 
Wright, that the time taken by Abner and 
Ishbosheth in setting up their kingdom 
and in some measure at least partially 
dislodging the Philistines was not counted 
as part of the reign. During this time, 
David was reigning seven years and six 
months over the tribe of Judah from 
Hebron (II Sam. 5:5). 

The events which immediately preceded 
the coronation of David over all Israel 
started when Abner felt that he was in- 
sulted by Ishbosheth and so determined 
to go to David. When Abner arrived, he 
was treated hospitably by David, and dis- 
missed with evidences of good will. But 
when Joab, the nephew of David, re- 
turned and discovered how Abner had 
been treated, he was furious. Joab sent 
for Abner, lured him back to Hebron, and 
deceitfully slew him. Joab could never 
forgive Abner for the slaying of Asahel, 
Joab’s brother (II Sam. 2:18-23). How- 
ever, Abner’s action in connection with 
Asahel was no excuse for Joab’s action 
here. Asahel had been slain in battle, 
while Hebron was a city of refuge. One 
of the results of Abner’s death, however, 
was that Ishbosheth became feeble and 
the Israelites were troubled (II Sam. 4:1). 
Rebellion arose and Ishbosheth was slain 
(II Sam. 4:5, 6). 
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It was then that all the tribes of Israel 
came to David in Hebron and asked him 
to become their king. You will remember 
that the prophet Samuel had already 
anointed David to be the king (I Sam. 
16:12, 13). Now David enters into the 
rights that, in the purpose of God, had 
been secured to him by that earlier pro- 
nouncement. David makes a covenant 
with all the people at Hebron and they 
anoint him king (v. 3). 


II. — Righteous Reign (II Sam. 
8:15 

This almost casual reference to David 
and his reign is full of meaning. How 
wonderful when it can be said of any 
man that he “executed justice and 
righteousness unto all his people.” David 
was not perfect by any means. We know 
something of his failures—the hours of 
despondency and concern, showing little 
faith (cf. I Sam. 27:1) ; the occasion when 
he lied to Ahimelech (I Sam. 21:2), which 
led the priest to do that which ultimately 
brought about his death (cf. I Sam. 22). 
Then there was David’s terrible sin 
(II Sam. 11). And what shall we say of 
his influence upon Amnon, his son, or his 
treatment of Absalom after he had slain 
Amnon? Yes, there were many failures, 
but let us not forget too there were many 
notable victories. The victory over Go- 
liath, David’s long and patient dealing 
with Saul, his treatment of Mephibo- 
sheth—these and other matters that 
might be mentioned all prove the great- 
ness of the man. In addition, the book of 
God could, in summation of his ruler- 
ship, say, “David executed justice and 
righteousness unto all his people.” 

Ill. David’s Final 
(I Chron. 22:17-19) 

In this passage we have the record of 
David’s word to his princes concerning 
their loyalty and devotion to Solomon his 
son. “David was old and full of days” 
(I Chron. 23:1) and believed it to be time 
to appoint Solomon as king. Of this son, 
the record is, “And Jehovah loved him” 
(II Sam. 12:24). The divine instruction 
to Nathan the prophet was to call his 
name Jedidiah, which means “beloved of 
Jehovah.” 

Having designated his heir apparent 
and given the reins of government over 
to him, the old king exhorts his people, 
“Now set your heart and your soul to 
seek after Jehovah your God; arise there- 
fore, and build ye the sanctuary of 
Jehovah God, to bring the ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah, and the holy ves- 
sels of God, into the house that is to be 
built to the name of Jehovah.” Thus even 
in the final actions of David’s life he 
sought to carry out the commandment 
of God and to commit to his son and 
successor the building of the temple, the 
erection of which had long been upon 
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David’s heart, though the Lord had de- 
nied him the privilege of building it him- 
self (II Sam. 7; I Chron. 22:8; cf. I Kings 
§:3). 





May 13 
National Corruption and 
Decay 
I Kings 12:20; 16:23-28, 30; 
Amos 6:1-6 
MEMORY SELECTION: 
Righteousness exalteth a nation; 
But sin is a reproach to any people. 
—Proverbs 14:34, A.S.V. 


This lesson concerns the history of the 
northern kingdom, the nation usually re- 
ferred to as Israel or Ephraim. Though 
that kingdom was larger, as far as size 
was concerned, it did not have the stabil- 
ity of the southern kingdom, the king- 
dom of Judah. Many were the dynasties 
during the period that Israel existed as 
a nation. Few families were able to con- 
tinue their supremacy even for several 
generations. 

Spiritually, Israel was not in a posi- 
tion to claim very much from the Lord. 
Apostasy and rebellion characterized 
them. The man who set the stage for 
such a departure was their first king, 
Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, who is usu- 
ally designated as Jeroboam I. It was he 
who “made Israel to sin.” Not one of the 
kings that reigned over Israel could be 
called a good and spiritual man. 


I. A Fateful Choice (I Kings 12:20) 

When Rehoboam succeeded his father 
Solomon, Israel came to Shechem to 
make him king (I Kings 12:1). One of 
the spokesmen for Israel was Jeroboam, 
who, representing the people, asked that 
the “grievous service” of Solomon might 
be made lighter. Rehoboam took the ad- 
vice of the younger men and said, “My 
father made your yoke heavy, but I will 
add to your yoke; my father chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions.” Thus by following the 
poor counsel of the young men Rehoboam 
lost the affection and the allegiance of 
the northern tribes. The verse selected 
for the lesson tells us that all Israel sent 
and called Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, 
to be their king. 

In view of the harshness of Rehoboam’s 
words, we cannot censure the northern 
tribes too much for turning from him. 
The sad thing is that they chose Jero- 
boam. It was this man who reasoned 
that if Israel, in the observance of the 
religious rites of the nation, were to go 
to Jerusalem, their hearts would be 
turned toward the house of David. He 
therefore made two calves of gold, and 
setting them up at Bethel and Dan, he 
cried, “Behold thy gods, O Israel” 
(I Kings 12:28). Frequently in the later 
record there is reference to this apostasy 
on the part of Jeroboam (see I Kings 
14:16; 15:26, 30, 34; 16:19, 26; 22:52; 
II Kings 3:3; 10:29, 31; 13:6, 11, etc.). 


II. A Sad History (I Kings 16:23-2%, 
30) 

The history at this time shows some- 
thing of the extent to which the intrigue 
and unbelief of Israel carried the nation. 
Elah, the son of Baasha, reigned for two 
years. The pitiable plight of the nation is 
expressed in the language, “He was in 
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Tirzah, drinking himself drunk in the 
house of Arza” (I Kings 16:9). It was 
then that Zimri, captain of half of the 
chariots of the king, went in and killed 
him. Zimri himself reigned only seven 
days (v. 15). When Israel understood 
what Zimri had done, they made Omri 
king (v. 16). Zimri saw that his cause was 
a lost one, and committed suicide (v. 18). 

The chaotic condition of Israel is in- 
dicated by the fact that though Omri had 
been made king, the people were divided, 
some following Tibni and some Omri. In 
the succeeding strife, Omri finally 
emerged victorious and, with the death 
of Tibni, assumed the rulership of Israel. 
He reigned twelve years (v. 23). 

Probably the outstanding exploit of his 
reign is seen in his purchase of the hill 
Samaria, building the city on it and call- 
ing it Samaria. This city became the defi- 
nite capital of the northern kingdom. The 
very sad commentary on the rule of 
Omri, however, is: “Omri. . . dealt wick- 
edly above all that were before him” (v. 
25). Once again, the sin of Jeroboam, in 
causing Israel to walk in apostasy, is 
mentioned (v. 26). 

When Omri died, his son Ahab came to 
the throne. All the iniquity of Omri’s 
heart was in a sense passed on to Ahab 
and enlarged, for the record says, “Ahab 
the son of Omri did that which was evil 
in the sight of Jehovah above all that 
were before him” (v. 30). We know some- 
thing of the history of Ahab and the in- 
famous woman by the name of Jezebel 
whom he married. Thus the history of 
Israel, which was begun in apostasy, con- 
tinued on and on, becoming worse and 
worse. Once again we see the lesson that 
there is no stopping the course of evil, 
once it is started, except in the power of 
God—as individuals, in repentance and 
contrition, turn back to the Lord. 


III. Promised Judgment (Amos 6:1-6) 

In this overview of the history of Is- 
rael we come now to near the close of 
their occupation in the land. So far as 
material prosperity was concerned, Is- 
rael was at the zenith of her power dur- 
ing the ministry of Amos. He prophesied 
in the reign of Jeroboam, the son of 
Joash. This Jeroboam is usually spoken 
of as Jeroboam II, to distinguish him 
from Jeroboam the son of Nebat who be- 
gan the line of rulers over the northern 
kingdom. 

Jeroboam’s father, Joash or Jehoash, 
had overcome Damascus (II Kings 13:25) 
and had conquered Judah (II Kings 
14:13, 14). Despite this fact, Israel was 
near the close of her existence as a na- 
tion in Palestine. A little more than 
twenty years were left to her from the 
time Amos appeared. 

It should be remembered that Amos 
as a Jew ministered to Israel (Amos 1:1; 
7:14, 15). This passage of Scripture shows 
the avarice and callousness of the people, 
especially the rulers. Such living calls 
for the judgment of God. In a few short 
years that judgment fell.

WORD PICTURES IN PHILIPPIANS 

N Philippians 4:6-9, Paul gives the 

saints two cures for worry. “Be care- 
ful” is pndév pepyuvare (mMeden merim- 
nate). The verb is found in an early 
manuscript in the sentence, “I am writing 
in haste to prevent your being anxious, 
for I will see that you are not worried,” 
where the Greek word for “anxious” is a 
synonym of the Greek word “worry.” The 
word means “anxiety, anxious care, wor- 
ry.” The Greek construction is a present 
imperative in a prohibition forbidding 
the continuance of an action already go- 
ing on. The word méden is made up of 
three words, the negative, a word which 
means “even,” and the word “one,” the 
latter being neuter in gender. Thus the 
translation reads, “Stop worrying about 
even one thing.” 

“Prayer” iS zpocerxn  (proseuché), 
speaking of prayer addressed to God as 
an act of worship. “Supplication” is déyors 
(deésis), which has in it the idea of need, 
and the prayer here is for something one 
needs. The word “keep” is ¢povpiw 
(phroureo), ‘to guard, protect by a mili- 
tary guard.” It was used of guarding a 
city; by posting sentries to warn of in- 
vaders. Here the peace of God mounts 
sentry around the heart of the Christian, 
to warn him of the approach of worry. 

The expanded translation reads: “Stop 
worrying about even one thing; but in 
everything, by prayer, whose essence is 
that of worship and devotion, and by 
supplication, which is a cry for your per- 
sonal needs, both of these being linked 
with thanksgiving, let the things you 
would ask for be made known to God, 
and (then) the peace of God which 
surpasses all power of comprehension, 
shall mount sentry guard over your 
hearts and minds in Christ Jesus.” 

In addition to prayer, Paul tells us that 
the presence in the mind and heart of 
the things listed in verse 10 will banish 
worry. Two things cannot occupy the 
same space at the same time. A mind and 
heart filled with the things of which Paul 
speaks here cannot at the same time be 
filled with anxiety. The word “true” in 
the Greek text does not mean truthful 
in the sense of veracious, but true in the 
widest sense. “Honest” is the translation 
of a word which was used in classical 
Greek in the sense of “venerable, invit- 
ing reverence, worthy of reverence.” The 
word exhorts here to a due appreciation 
of such things as produce a noble serious- 
ness. The word “just” has the idea of 
“righteous in a comprehensive sense.” 
“Lovely” has the idea of “winsome, pleas- 
ing, amiable.” “Good report” is “winning, 
attractive.” The Greek word for “virtue” 
refers to excellence in anything. “Think 
on these things” could be rendered “make 
the subject of careful reflection.” The 
word “do” speaks of the habitual prac- 
tice of something.

Facing each plate, 
which is “as nearly the exact size of the 
original as photographic processes permit,” 
is the present printed Hebrew text intended 
to facilitate the use of the plate and to 
enable the reader quickly to find any 
desired word or passage for comparison. 

The chief importance of the scrolls lies 
in the remarkable agreement on the whole 
with the present Hebrew text. The age of 
the manuscripts is said to point to the 
second century B.C. as the time when 
copied. It is certainly a find in the direc- 
tion of silencing the critics, who claim a 
bie late date for some parts of Isaiah and 
probably a step toward ultimately proving 
the unity of the book of Isaiah.

tians were given an ultimatum that after 
three days all Bibles must be brought in 
and the Christians must burn them with 
their own hands. The third day, as it 
turned out, was the day of the Japanese 
surrender to the Allies. The Christians 
made a bonfire, but not to burn their 
Bibles; it was to burn the government 
order commanding them to destroy the 
Scriptures. 

In another village the local policeman 
called the Christians together and told 
them that unless they renounced their 
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faith they would be tied. hand and foot, 
and thrown into the river. The believers 
knew this was a grim order and that 
the policeman was well able to carry it 
out. They met to decide what they should 
do. After discussing this serious problem, 
the chief told his people that each must 
decide for himself. Some favored giving 
up their faith, but others held firm. The 
deciding vote was cast when a lad spoke 
up and said, “Don’t you remember that 
Jesus Himself said that we should not 
fear those who can only kill the body?” 

When the others heard this, they took 
courage and decided that they would be 
willing to seal their faith with their 
blood. They returned an answer to the 
policeman that they would remain true 
to Christ. He replied that he would have 
a feast that evening, and after that he 
would give further attention to their 
affairs. After drinking some very strong 
wine, he went to the river to fish. While 
standing in the swollen stream, whether 
by the force of the current or by some 
drifting object, he was thrown over and 
drowned. God had vindicated the believ- 
ers and their faith was strengthened. 

With the arrival of the Chinese gov- 
ernment, religious liberty was proclaimed 
to these tribal groups. The smoldering 
fires that burned under cover now burst 
into flame. An intensive Bible training 
program is now being conducted for these 
people and a number are receiving train- 
ing as leaders. Churches are springing 
up in many parts of the mountains and 
great numbers are confessing Christ. 
Among these despised peoples a repeti- 
tion of Pentecost is taking place. The 
isles have waited for Christ’s law and 
they are now receiving it! 

Among folks from the mainland, who 
comprise some two or three million souls, 
there is also a great hunger for God. 
James Dickson, of Taipeh, told me that 
with just a little effort one can have a 
congregation of a thousand persons any- 
where. These are people who have been 
torn from their old surroundings, have 
been disillusioned about the things of 
the world, and their hearts are hungry 
for the stability and confidence that 
comes through knowing the unchanging 
Christ. 

Among the many Chinese troops being 
trained throughout the island there is 
also a spirit of receptiveness that is noth- 
ing short of phenomenal.* 

The military leaders are most co-op- 
erative in arranging services whenever 
people can go to preach to them. Surely 
here are thousands upon thousands 
standing in the valley of decision waiting 
for someone to point them to the right 
way. Rarely has there been a time when 
so many souls as a unit were waiting to 
be shown the way. 

Efforts are being made to reach all 
three ethnological groups: the tribespeo- 
ple, the Taiwanese and the mainland 
immigrants. Their hunger for the spoken 
and the written Word is inspiring to see. 
They are at the crossroads, and we who 
know Christ should stand in prayer for 
them. Who knows but that God may use 
the folks of this island, after they have 
been led into the truth, to lead a great 
missionary movement back into China 
itself, and to other parts of Asia!

The Nature of Worldliness

This “pride of life’ is also manifested 
when we attempt to outdo other people, 
and when we look upon our possessions 
as something that lifts us above our 
neighbors. Such an attitude is charac- 
teristic of the world, and of the worldly 
Christian. We try to outdo other people 
in ability. Mr. A. is convinced that he 
can play the organ better than Mr. B. 
Perhaps he can, but the point is that 
this idea of superiority is always upper- 
most in his mind. And we try to outdo 
others in appearance. Mrs. X. appears in 
chapel one morning in a fur coat. Why? 
Because she is cold? Oh, no; Mrs. Y., 
who sits in the pew in front, has a fur 
coat; and Mrs. X. can’t bear to be out- 
done by Mrs. Y.; so Mrs. X. also wears 
a fur coat. That is the pride of life, and 
it is worldly. 


+ Att these worldly characteristics are 
strikingly exhibited in the life of Samson. 
He finds a jawbone of an ass and with 
it he slaughters a thousand Philistine 
troops. Then, instead of worshiping the 
Lord who had entrusted him with this 
great strength, he starts bragging about 
what he has done. “With the jawbone of 
an ass,” he shouts, “heaps upon heaps, 
with the jawbone of an ass have I slain 
a thousand men.” There is the pride of 
life. 


“And it came to pass afterward, that 
he loved a woman in the valley of Sorek, 
whose name was Delilah.” He was fas- 
cinated by her charm and her appear- 
ance. All moral and spiritual considera- 
tions were laid aside. The fact that she 
belonged to the enemies of the Lord’s 
people was not considered. What carried 
weight with him was this—that she was 
good to look at, that she was attractive 
in appearance; so he loved her. There is 
the lust of the eyes—a delight in objects 
out of all proportion to their moral and 
spiritual worth. 


The lust of the flesh was seen when, 
having betrayed the secret of his 
strength, and knowing full well what was 
likely to happen, Samson allowed him- 
self to go to sleep on Delilah’s lap. “The 
lust of the flesh’—the inordinate desire 
to gratify the carnal appetites, irrespec- 
tive of all other considerations. 


Samson was a man with great endow- 
ments and great possibilities. But he was 


a worldly man, and the result was that 
spiritually he made shipwreck. 


+ So worldliness is not something that 
can be listed and tabulated and indexed. 
It is much too subtle for that. Worldliness 
occurs, rather, when anything in our life 
tends to take the edge off our appetite 
for spiritual things. It is anything which 
diminishes love for Christ, which makes 
us less eager to read the Bible, which 
takes from us the desire to pray, which 
saps our zeal for evangelism; anything, 
in fact, which so welds us to the things 
of time and sense that our grip on the 


unseen and the eternal is thereby 
loosened. 
Some Christians become worldly 


through their ambition to climb to the 
top in their business or profession, and 
that ambition gets the better of their 
spiritual lives. “These are they which 
are sown among thorns; such as hear 
the word, and the cares of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, choke 
the word, and it becometh unfruitful” 
(Mark 4:18, 19). That is a typical picture 
of worldliness as it attacks enterprising 
people. 

I am not, however, going to draw up 
a list of worldly things, because my list 
would be just as misleading as anybody 
else’s list. The wisest attitude to adopt 
toward this and that is something every 
man has to decide for himself before God. 
In making our decision, we shall need to 
be hard on ourselves; and we shall need 
to be as generous as we can toward other 
people. We are not appointed to be the 
judges of our brethren. To their own 
Master they stand or fall. If their de- 
cisions are different from ours, we shall 
regard them, nonetheless for that, as 
being equally sincere and equally desirous 
of doing right as we are ourselves; and 
even if we are uneasy about some of their 
actions, we shall still credit them with 
good motives wherever that is possible. 
We should be generous with other people; 
but we should be hard—decidely hard— 
with ourselves. 


+ In the Church of England service for 
adult baptism, words are spoken which 
we might well take to our own hearts. 

Question: “Dost thou renounce the 
devil and all his works, the vain pomp 
and glory of the world, with all the covet- 
ous desires of the same, and the carnal 
desires of the flesh, so that thou wilt not 
follow nor be led by them?” 

Answer: “I renounce them all.” 

So help us, God.

to open the seals thereof: for thou wast 
slain, and didst purchase unto God with 
thy blood men of every tribe, and tongue, 
and people, and nation, and madest them 
to be unto our God a kingdom and 
priests; and they reign upon the earth” 
(Rev. 5:9, 10, A.S.V.). 

From this point on in Revelation the 
exalted Christ is recognized as the Lamb; 
and in that capacity He administers 
judgment. The entire process described 
throughout the book is the continuation 
and completion of the redemptive work 
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which began with the prophetic declara- 
tion of hope when man sinned (Gen. 
3:15), and which found its focus at 
Calvary. 


Ill 

With the Lamb’s acceptance of the 
book of destiny from the hand of en- 
throned Deity, the consummation of the 
divine purpose begins. Continuing to the 
end of chapter 16, it progresses according 
to a scheme which is founded on the 
sequence of the breaking of the seals. 
With each seal a new judgment is re- 
leased upon mankind, gradually increas- 
ing in intensity until the climax is 
reached with the “lightnings and voices 
and thunders; and... a great earthquake 
...and great hail” (8:5; 11:19; 16:17-21). 

However the details of chapters 6-16 
may be interpreted, they teach at least 
one thing: God has a definite purpose 
in history. The story of the world is not 
the chronicle of chance, but is the oper- 
ation of a sovereign God who by re- 
demptive power is making ready for the 
final doom of evil and for the vindica- 
tion of His truth. Apostasy and oppres- 
sion have not thwarted His design for 
bringing in everlasting righteousness. 

The execution of this purpose will be 
finally effected in climatic judgment. The 
arrival of the kingdom of God will be 
cataclysmic, produced by a sudden inter- 
vention of divine power. Redemption is 
not a gradual evolution of good out of 
evil by forces resident within man, but 
is the supernatural act of God in answer 
both to the sacrifice of His Son and to 
the patience of His saints. 

Redemptive judgment, then, will be 
effected through the risen Christ. He 
lives to claim the kingdom that is His 
by right of appointment, to insure the 
eternal occupancy of the throne of 
justice, and to cancel forever the claims 
of sin through the sacrifice made once 
for all. 

There is a legend that during one of 
the early persecutions of the Church a 
Christian was sneeringly accosted by a 
pagan, who asked, “What is your Car- 
penter doing now?” “Making a coffin for 
your emperior” was the apt reply. The 
Christian did not doubt that ultimate 
triumph rested with Christ, in spite of 
the cruelties of Rome which bore heavily 
upon him. 

Today, in a world where antichristian 
ideologies seem to be predominant and 
in which the stage seems to be set for 
the last act of humanity’s rebellion 
against God, one will do well to remem- 
ber that the scroll of destiny is in the 
hands of the Lamb who administers the 
judgment of God, and who will not fail 
to complete the redemption which He 
has already made real in the lives of His 
followers.

Alumni Set Record 


A record-breaking 822 persons, the 
largest group ever to come back to a 
Founder’s Week alumni rally, filled the 
Institute dining hall from corner to cor- 
ner for the alumni banquet this year. A 
few tables were even set up in the “pit” 
(special location dear to all seniors). 

Al Smith, alumni president, acted as 
master of ceremonies and song leader. 
Special music played on three-octave 
Swiss bells was given by the “Musical 
Places” (Mr. and Mrs. Lester C. Place, 
December ’44). Main business transacted 
was the approval of the Alumni Associa- 
tion’s revised constitution. 

Heartening statistics were reported by 
Herbert Lockyer, Jr., executive secretary, 
including the fact that there are forty- 
one organized local alumni_ groups 
throughout this country, five groups 
abroad, and twelve in the process of or- 
ganization. Lockyer traveled more than 
30,000 miles last year, in forty cities, to 
meet alumni groups. Alumni Placement 
Service received 1,711 calls, and placed 
individuals in the high percentage of 
1,388 positions. 

Dr. William Culberston brought a short 
message on the theme of “Truth” as 
found in III John. He then went on to 
mention the encouraging spiritual atmos- 
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phere among the present student body; 
blessings received from special meetings, 
such as those held by Alan Redpath last 
fall; the increased number of souls won 
by our students during the past year; and 
God’s blessing on the Institute building 
program.

Sunday, April 22, programs will 
be presented in Twentieth Street Baptist 
Church and Grace Gospel Church, Hunt- 
ington, and in Randolph Street Baptist 
Church, Charleston; April 23 the group 
will visit Calvary Baptist Church, Blue- 
field. 

Additional concerts on the tour in- 
clude: Immanuel Baptist Church, Rich- 
mond, Va., April 24; Fourth Presbyterian 
Church, Washington, D.C., April 25; 
Halethorpe Community Church, Balti- 
more, Md., April 26; First Methodist 
Church, Collingswood, N.J., April 27; 
Evangel Baptist Church, Newark, NWJ., 
April 28; First Baptist Church, Union,

Honor Former Trustees 

Three Institute buildings have been 
named in honor of former Institute trus- 
tees whose faithful service and ministry 
have contributed much to the work of the 
school.

Norton Hall is now the name of the 
men’s dormitory formerly known as the 
152 Building.

The 830 Building will now be called 
Smith Hall in honor of the late Thomas 
S. Smith, Institute trustee from 1907 to 
1950.

The Guest House, 923 N. La Salle 
Street, has been named the Aymer F. 
Gaylord Memorial Hall. As older friends 
of the Institute will remember, Mr. Gay- 
lord was the school’s business manager 
for forty-four years and an Institute 
trustee from 1936 to 1941. 


Students Win Souls 

Every alumnus of Moody Bible Insti- 
tute can testify to the great blessings and 
thrilling experiences received during 
practical Christian work assignments.

+ I desire the evangelist to be friendly 
with our people and to make friends in 
our church, but I object to his cir- 
cularizing our membership periodically, 
dunning them for money some months 
after leaving us. 


Moreover, I feel that the evangelist 
should be explicit in his invitations at 
the close of his messages. I want him to 
make the invitation crystal clear so that 
everyone will know exactly what is ex- 
pected. A hodge-podge, hydra-headed 
invitation, with everyone coming forward 
and no one knowing why, is deplorable. 
He should be free, however, to give the 
invitation in his own way and follow his 
own tried methods. Then, if he is needed 
in the inquiry room after the invitation, 
he should be willing to assist in any way 
possible. 


I also expect the evangelist, at the be- 
ginning of the campaign, to meet with 
the personal workers and give them some 
pointers on how to speak to people dur- 
ing the invitation, and how to deal with 
sinners and backsliders in the inquiry 
room. This should be in addition to any 
instruction the pastor may have given 
them before the campaign began. The 
evangelist, being a specialist, should cer- 
tainly be able to contribute helpful hints 
and tactful advice on points the pastor 
has not mentioned. 


Then I look forward to the evangelist 
being a source of inspiration and en- 
couragement to me personally. H= lives 
constantly in the atmosphere and heat 
of evangelistic campaigns. He sees souls 
saved every week and often is overtaken 
by a heaven-sent revival. All this atmos- 
phere he should try to bring with him to 
the pastor. He can be a great source of 
encouragement and blessing in the pas- 
tor’s life if he will. My experience has 
been that these servants of Christ leave 
me and the work refreshed, inspired and 
revived. 


Let us give thanks for every God- 
ordained, Christ - exalting, Spirit - filled 
evangelist, regarding them as among 
the choice gifts to the Church. 
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Few realize the tremendous need there is right here in our own 
beloved land, with many, many thousands of churchless communities. A 
generation growing up, knowing nothing about God's plan of Salvation. 
Areas of 2000 square miles without a church or Sunday School where one 


can hear the Gospel. 


Areas where the Bible is almost unknown. Now is the 


time to evangelize AMERICA before Communism gets in its deadly work.

If you are numbered in the army of Christian servicemen, 


you are facing the greatest opportunities of your life 


for witnessing . . . but your equipment must be in tip-top shape. 


REETINGS from the President of 

the United States! So you’re in the 
army now! Needless to say things are dif- 
ferent. Uncle Sam ignores personal taste 
in dress and requires everyone to wear 
the same clothes ... The first day is a 
nightmare cf filling in forms, standing 
in line, sitting down, standing up, getting 
information, advice, and shots .. . Har- 
rassed and red-faced non-coms herd you 
about vowing you will never make a 
soldier. 

Yet, though the sergeant yells and the 
lieutenant talks out of the side of his 
mouth, they are more interested in your 
welfare than you might think. Their 
time will be occupied in developing the 
discipline, character and knowledge so 
necessary for warfare. But they will not 
be concerned about your spiritual welfare. 
That is your responsibility. 

You must be spiritually self-sustaining 
in the military service. The service will 
supply you with the world’s best equip- 
ment and weapons. It will spend many 
hours teaching you to use and maintain 
this equipment. But it is up to you to 
take the time to use your spiritual equip- 
ment and weapons. 

The greatest opportunities for Chris- 
tian service which exist at present and 
will exist in the near future are in the 
ranks of the army, air force and navy. 
Today, thousands of young men are an- 
swering the call of service. Paper bat- 
talions are rapidly becoming flesh and 
blood battalions. The greatest fields of 
harvest are these battalions moving by 
land, sea and air to meet the threat of 
Communism. 
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No one can estimate the effectiveness 
of an out-and-out testimony in the ranks. 
You can reach a man for Christ who 
never sees or hears the chaplain. You 
share the same experiences which fre- 
quently and easily lead into the things of 
Christ. But in order to be a real witness, 
your spiritual equipment must be in tip- 
top shape. 


+ As a believer in Christ who has been 
a professional soldier, I see four dangers 
ready to trap you as a soldier of the Lord 
Jesus. The first is failure to understand 
and absorb discipline. Many things you 
are required to do may seem foolish or 
appear to be acts of crude bullyism until 
you understand that you are preparing 
for survival and victory in the abnormal 
conditions of combat. 

What about this matter of discipline? 
Let’s take a good look at it. Military disci- 
pline is the iron in the blood of military 
men, carrying them to victory under 
the extremes of adversity. The history of 
warfare has always given the nod, not to 
the heaviest but to the best disciplined 
battalions. 

Just as military discipline is “iron in 
the blood,” so spiritual discipline gives 
power to the inner man which results in 
life and growth. God has faithfully sup- 
plied your need of spiritual food in His 
Word. Having a Bible which you can 
carry at all times is important; but the 
reading, feeding, memorizing and study- 
ing of the Word are even more essential 
and these take self-discipline! Without 
spiritual food you will become anemic 
instead of dynamic for Christ. Almost 


without exception, failure in Christian 
experience in military life begins with the 
lack of discipline in feeding on the Word, 

Dave was a Bible institute graduate 
and well grounded in the fundamentals 
of the faith, but he became sloppy about 
his spiritual habits. When he needed it 
most, as a dive bomber pilot in World 
War II, he lost all interest in spiritual 
things. Bill was a Navy pilot and went 
into service with a strong testimony. By 
the time he was discharged his faith in 
Christ was virtually shipwrecked. In each 
case failure to feed daily upon the Word 
had its devastating effect. 

On the other hand, Fred, a B-17 pilot, 
hungered after the Word and maintained 
a glowing testimony for Christ until his 
death near Berlin on his twenty-fifth 
bombing mission. Mark was a pharmacist 
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mate first class who won the silver star 
with the First Marine Division at Guad- 
alcanal; his dynamic testimony for Christ 
has reached hundreds of hungry hearts. 
Both Mark and Fred had one thing in 
common—consistent daily Bible study. 
Accompanying Bible study should be a 
daily prayer life. And then you will give 
out, for you cannot absorb the Word and 
spend time with God in prayer without 
a strong desire to witness for Christ. Op- 
portunities for testimony will be numer- 
ous. The military harvest is great, and 
uncompromising witnesses are few. 


+ This leads to a second danger con- 
fronting you in military experience. Be 
careful when with the unsaved crowd. 

Don’t be kidded into that first drink, 
first smoke, first poker game, first show, 
first dance! Stand fast in the things of 
Christ; but in your refusal to follow the 
crowd beware of ungraciousness and self- 
righteousness. Your life should demon- 
strate that Jesus Christ meets every need 
and longing of life—even entertainment. 
When you have open post privileges, find 
a sound church in town and add your 
spiritual influence to the testimony of 
that group of believers. 

A third danger for you—and you may 
think this warning unnecessary—is sym- 
pathy for the Communistic ideology 
found and generated in many ecclesias- 
tical circles. Do not be deceived by this 
subtle and Satanic religion, which offers 
a counterfeit new birth. 

Above all, take warning number four: 
the constant barrage of temptation from 
the world, flesh and devil. Because of the 
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indwelling Christ and the indwelling Holy 
Spirit, you are equipped to meet every 
attack; repel them and counter-attack 
with the Word of God. If you fall into 
temptation and yield, remember I John 
1:9 is God’s provision for your need. 


+ Thousands of believers have walked 
the paths of military life before you. 
These men have stood faithfully in the 
place of need and have witnessed for 
Christ. Indeed, the greatest men in the 
profession of arms have acknowledged 
Jesus Christ as their Lord and Saviour 
and have lived for Him. The testimony of 
such men as Gustavus Adolphus, Sir 
Henry Havelock, General C. G. Gordon, 
Captain Hedley Vicars, General Robert 
E. Lee, General Thomas J. (Stonewall) 
Jackson, General John Brown Gordon,

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HEADLINES in Heaven

ry they have newspapers in heaven? The very question shocks you, 


doesn’t it? 


When you hear the word “newspaper” you immediately 


think of lurid headlines, crime stories, war scares, sensationalism, and write- 
ups of sin in all shapes and sizes. Then to associate such thoughts with those 
that come to your mind at mention of “heaven” is almost too much. But let 
me remind you that there is such a thing as good journalism and good editorial 
policy. And to help us get across a point, let us imagine that there are news- 


papers in heaven. 


Suppose each morning the citizens of 
heaven could go to the doorstep of their 
“mansion” and bring in their copy of 
The Heavenly Messenger to read the lat- 
est happenings in the celestial city. Per- 
haps they would read a review of the 
previous night’s concert, where an audi- 
ence of forty-two million enjoyed a new 
oratorio composed by Handel, sung by a 
choir of thirty thousand voices, under the 
direction of Mendelssohn, and accompan- 
ied on the organ by J. S. Bach. Then 
suppose they were to turn to a section de- 
voted to news from Earth, written by 
angelic reporters assigned to cover every 
nation. 

What stories do you suppose would 
make the front page? Whose name would 
appear in print? Would yours? 


+ Ir there had been newspapers in the 
days of the early Church, Jerusalem 
would undoubtedly have read: “JEWS 
STONE YOUNG HERETIC.” But readers 
in the New Jerusalem would have read 
the same story headed something like 
this: “STEPHEN BECOMES FIRST 
CHRISTIAN MARTYR.” 

A few years later, in the capital city of 
the Roman empire, a fire broke out on 
the southern side of the Palatine Hill, 
which lasted for three or more days, and 
destroyed ten out of the fourteen wards 
of the city. Had there been Roman head- 
lines, they might well have read: 
“NERO CHARGES CHRISTIANS WITH 
STARTING FIRE.” Heavenly editors, 


however, would have captioned it: 
“ROMAN CHRISTIANS FALSELY 
ACCUSED.” 


Thirty years later Romans would have 
approved such a headline as: “EMPER- 
OR DOMITIAN BANISHES JOHN TO 
PATMOS,” but heavenly reporters would 
have written: “SPECIAL REVELATION 
OF JESUS CHRIST GRANTED TO 
APOSTLE.” 


Decius, another Roman tyrant, flaunted’ 
his wrath against the Christians in a ter- 
rible era of persecution. Many were mar- 
tyred, including the famous Church 
father Origen. But a little-known lady of 
Alexandria wa‘ undoubtedly of greater 
interest in heaven than Decius. A heav- 
enly report might have read: “Apollonia 
was seized, together with other Chris- 
tians, and received such violent blows 
upon her jaws that she lost all her teeth. 
The pagans then lit the pyre, and de- 
manded that she should curse Christ. She 
hesitated for a moment, and then she 
suddenly leaped into the fire.” 


+ TuE old saying, “There are two sides 
to every question,” is nowhere more evi- 
dent than in our comparison of man’s 
idea and God’s idea of what makes news. 
Uncountable volumes have been written 
which men call “history.” But what sur- 
prises are in store for us when we read 
“His story.” Many judge a situation or a 
character by appearances. But God 
knows the heart, and therein lies the 
“news behind the news.” 

Take the historian’s summary of the 
life of Innocent III. “His high and blame- 
less, and, in some respects, wise and gen- 
tle character seems to approach more 
nearly than any one of the whole suc- 
cession of Roman bishops to the ideal 
light of a supreme pontiff; and that in 
him, if ever may seem to be realized the 
churchman’s highest conception of a 
vicar of Christ.” 

Then read the account of this pontiff 
who laid the foundations of the dreaded 
Inquisition when he commissioned Father 
Dominic to judge and deliver to punish- 
ment obstinate and relapsed heretics 
among the Albigenses. The result was 
that 30,000 persons of every age, sex, and 
condition were massacred. 

“Blameless and gentle character” in-

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No Foolin’

O the prankster, the most important 

day this month is April 1—April Fool’s 
Day. Some people spend days and weeks 
in preparation for this day, devising all 
sorts of ingenious schemes to catch the 
unwary in order that they might have 
the satisfaction of shouting “April fool.” 
Watching the antics on this practical 
jokester’s field day sometimes makes one 
wonder who is the “April fool,” the victim 
or the victimizer. 

Still, except for a few emotionally dys- 
peptic individuals, most people enjoy this 
day devoted to tickling our funny bone. 
At the same time most of us recognize 
the validity of the Preacher’s observation 
in Ecclesiastes that “to everything there 
is a season, and a time to every purpose 
under the heaven.’”’ Consequently, we 2re 
as disgusted with the person who doesn't 
know when to quit as we are with the 
gloomy Gus who throws cold water on 
all frivolity. 

The things we’ve been talking about 
have their application to more activities 
of life than the safe and sane observance 
of April Fool’s Day. Remember those dark 
days of American unpreparedness for 
World War II in 1940 and 1941. Fellows 
called from home and from civilian jobs 
or from school by the draft took a pretty 
dim view of playing soldier with broom- 
sticks for rifles, and rightly so. Americans 
considering the contrast between the 
newspaper accounts of German panzer 
divisions sweeping across Europe and 
stories of United States war games with 
wooden cannons and jeep “tanks” 
thought the situation far from humorous. 


+ These principles also hold true in the 
Christian life. To paraphrase a current 
saying, Christians “have more fun than 
anybody” when occasion permits. But 
basically, being a Christian is a serious 
thing. It is a serious thing for two rea- 
sons: first, because of the One to whom 
the Christian is joined in life and serv- 
ice; and second, because of the opposition 
which the believer faces. 

A person is a Christian because he is 
“in Christ,” joined to the Saviour by an 
indissoluble union accomplished by the 
Holy Spirit and secured by faith. Con- 
sequently, he is called a “child of God.” 
Being a member of the family of Al- 
mighty God is a serious thing. Men glory 
in their physical lineage and boast of 
their ancestry according to the flesh, but 
the Christian’s eternal relationship to the 
Most High, possessor of heaven and 
earth, is far more important. Certainly 
our position as “sons of God” is a seri- 
ous thing. 
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Even beyond our relationship to God 
by regeneration is our relationship to Him 
by commission. As Christians, we are 
servants of the Most High God or, in the 
language of Paul, “bondslaves of Jesus 
Christ.” We are identified as “workers 
together with him,’ as “ministers of 
God,” as “ambassadors for Christ, as 
though God did beseech you by us: we 
pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye recon- 
ciled to God” (II Cor. 5:20). Certainly 
the job God calls us to do is a serious 
thing. 


+ In the second place, being a Christian 
is a serious thing because of the opposi- 
tion which the Christian faces. The 
Christian must face attack from within 
as well as from without. The Christian 
possesses a subversive element which 
seeks his overthrow and spiritual defeat. 
This fifth column is his old nature, resi- 
dent in his mortal body. Controlling this 
enemy within is a serious thing, accom- 
plished by following the example of Paul. 
He said: “But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection” (I Cor. 9:27). In 
another place he warns us to “neither 
yield ye your members as instruments of 
unrighteousness unto sin” (Rom. 6:13). 

From the outside, the opposition to the 
Christian arises from two sources. The 
first is environmental, the world in which 
the Christian lives. This world is evil and 
sinful. John says “the whole world lieth 
in wickedness” (I John 5:19). Jesus in- 
formed His disciples that they were not 
of the world (John 15:19), that the world 
would hate them (John 15:18, 19), and 
that “in the world ye shall have tribula- 
tion” (John 16:33). John exhorts us to 
“love not the world, neither the things 
that are in the world” (I John 2:15). Cer- 
tainly to face the opposition of the world 
around us is a serious thing. 

The second, and basic source of all the 
external opposition the Christian faces, 
however, is personal—the devil himself. 
This archenemy of God opposes us be- 
cause we are the children of God. To face 
his opposition is a very serious thing. The 
Christian is engaged in a continual spir- 
itual warfare with Satan and his demoni- 
ac forces. Paul says: “For we wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the rul- 
ers of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places” (Eph. 
6:12); and he exhorts us to “put on the 
whole armor of God, that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil” 
(Eph. 6:11). 

The seriousness of this struggle is re-

By using slings on 
my chair, I can sew and do lots of things. 
I believe Romans 8:28 with all my heart.

You and Your Young People 


ELLO there! May this be a verbal 
if handshake to you who sponsor or 
lead groups of church young people. 

This begins a new section in YouTH 
SUPPLEMENT to be devoted entirely to 
your problems as you head up this very 
important phase of the work in your local 
church. This is not going to be just a 
page of outlines. Rather, it will begin 
with a discussion of some of the basic ele- 
ments and qualifications for a successful 
ministry with young folks, which we be- 
lieve will prove more helpful than ready- 
made outlines. As a result, you should be 
able to plan your own meetings, for the 
most part, and meet the specific needs 
and interests of your particular group. 

Just as a custom tailored suit outsmarts 
a mail order suit, so a “custom planned” 
meeting will outdo a “prefab” program 
lifted out of some book and parcelled out 
to your youngsters. 


+ First of all, what is the secret of a 
really successful young people’s meeting? 

It is not something merely fancy or 
unusual, 

It is not socials or refreshments. 

It is not a clever or handsome leader. 

The secret is simply a well-prepared, 
much-prayed-over presentation of sub- 
ject matter of vital interest to your group. 

Just what is of vital interest to teen- 
agers? 

Well, primarily themselves! They are 
at the age where they are faced with, and 
sometimes overwhelmed by, new relation- 
ships to everything and everyone about 
them as they enter adulthood. 

Quite naturally, each one longs for suc- 
cess and will listen to anyone who has 
something to say on the subject. Unfor- 
tunately, most teen-agers think that to 
be popular is to be successful. They are 
at a crucial age—in need of understand- 
ing leaders who can show them the real 
values of life and how to attain them. 

Parents of teen-agers may despair be- 
cause all their loving advice and guidance 
is shrugged off lightly or entirely rejected. 
In a few years their sons and daughters 
will return to accept their counsel, but 
now they are much more receptive to an 
outsider whom they admire. Unfortun- 
ately, they are not always discerning 
about the heroes they admire, and may 
choose a Betty Grable or Perry Como un- 
less you help them to know better. 

This fact should come to us as a tre- 
mendous challenge—first of all, to live 
a life of such obvious attractiveness and 
success that young people will be drawn 
to us to discover our secret. What better 
way can there be to point them to the 
Saviour, who alone can give real success? 

Most adults are too quick in blaming 
young people when they lose interest in 
their church, quit Sunday school or the 
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Sunday evening young people's meeting. 
If they have found nothing there that 
answers their problems in facing life, 
that can help them to be a success, or 
that can make them happy, can we blame 
them for losing interest and dropping 
out? The blame is ours, not theirs. 


+ If we are to present the answers that 
interest them, we must constantly study 
to become authorities on two matters. 

First, we must know our young folks— 
individually, personally, intimately. We 
must know what their interests are, their 
problems, their grudges. They must know 
that our interest in them is one of genu- 
ine love—not interest we have drummed 
up simply becauSe we were asked to 
sponsor the group. This will demand that 
we spend time with our young people 
outside the organized program of ithe 
church—at their games and so on. 

Our suggestion for your first Sunday 
evening program, which we explain in 
this issue, will help you immensely in 
getting to know your crowd. But as you 
seek to get in close touch with them, 
you'll be driven to a new dependence on 
the Lord. It’s a big order. Too big for any 
but those who are walking close to the 
Lord and seeking His wisdom. 

Second, we must know the message of 
the Word of God. It contains the answer 
to every problem our young people face. 
We must know it. We must know how to

In a 
way in which it has never been possible 
before, you will have opportunities to 
trust some of the great promises of God, 
such as Romans 8:28; Matthew 28:20b; 
Psalm 91, etc. Many of the three thou- 
sand promises in Scripture will take on 
new light and new appropriateness as 
you are forced to depend, not upon your- 
self, but upon the promises of your God. 

“Your fear is normal, and there will 
probably be times when it will become 
acute. This does not mean that you have 
lost faith in God. It only means that for 
a moment your eyes are upon your cir- 
cumstances or upon yourself. How can it 
help but be so! You have no strength in 
yourself to meet the overpowering pres- 
sures of military life, but it is within 
these very circumstances (not as you 
contemplate them now from your secure 
position) that you can turn to the Lord 
and the Holy Spirit will make actual in 
your life such a promise as ‘Fear thou 
not; for Iam with thee: be not dismayed;
